The Institute of Technology is a sound 
development of an idea very old in the 
Air Force. Since 1919 there have been a 
series of smaller engineering courses pro- 


| viding technical education to a very lim- 


ited number of officers, much of it in 
the rather narrow fields of immediate 
need. The total enrollment of these 
courses in over 25 years was 394 as com- 
pared with today’s annual output of 150 
officer students. However, among those 
former graduates is a very impressive 
list of Air Force leaders: Generals 
Kenney, Doolittle, Frank, Whitehead, 
Chidlaw, Fairchild, Wolfe, Echols, Har- 
mon and a host of others who have had 
much to do with the development of 
America’s air arm. 

Today’s faculty of thirty—including 
fourteen Ph Ds—is two-thirds civilian. A 
wide variety of experience in industry, 
Science and education is represented here, 
and many of the professors joined direct- 
ly from teaching positions in some of the 
nation’s leading universities. Director of 
the Institute is Mr. Ezra Kotcher, who 
has been associated with the Air Materiel 
Command for more than 18 years. Be- 
fore the war, Mr. Kotcher held the post 
of senior professor in aeronautics at the 
Institute's predecessor, the Air Corps En- 
&ineering School. 

Augmenting the regular faculty, mili- 
tary and civilian technical and adminis- 
trative experts assigned to AMC frequent- 
ly occupy guest lecture spots, as do lead- 
ing educators and industrial engineers 
from throughout the country. 

‘The Institute’s in-residence program at 
Wright-Patterson embodies colleges of 
Engineering Sciences and Industrial Ad- 
ministration and courses are in general 
on an academic level comparable with 
the third and fourth years of an engi- 
neering college although in some cases

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President Names 29 
To be Army Generals 


The President this week nominated 
Maj. Gen. Robert B. McClure, Second 
Army Chief of Staff, to be a permanent 
major general and asked the Senate to 
confirm five officers as permanent briga- 
dier generals, 11 brigadier generals for 
temporary promotion to major general 
and 12 colonels for temporary advance- 
ment to brigadier general. 

Simultaneously, the Army released the 
names of 14 officers placed on an eligi- 
bility list for promotion to permanent ma- 
jor general, and 23 other general rank 
officers chosen for future advancement 
to permanent rank of brigadier general. 

Of the 11 officers nominated to be tem- 
porary major generals, seven are perma- 
nent brigadier generals and four are 
permanent colonels. 

Among the 12 colonels nominated for 
promotion to the temporary rank of brig- 
adier general, there is one Reserve offi- 
cer, the only non-Regular on any of the 
promotion lists sent to the Senate. This 
officer is a U. S. Military Academy grad- 
uate. 

With regard to the eligibility list for 
future promotion to the permanent grade 
of major general, it is noted that all of 
the officers chosen hold temporary two- 
star rank. 

On the eligibility list for promotion to 
permanent brigadier general, all hold 
that temporary rank, except one officer 
who is a major general. 

Analysis of Army biographical data 
concerning the 12 colonels nominated to 
be temporary brigadier generals shows 
that the youngest officer is 43 years old 
and a graduate of the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy class of 1928. 

Two officers are 49 years of age, one is 
50; one is 51; one is 52; two are 55; three 
are 56, and one is 58 years old. 

Of those who were graduated from the 
U. S. Military Academy, one was in the 
class of 1913; one, 1917; two, 1918; two, 
1920; one, 1924, and one, 1928.

Changes for Air Generals 

The Air Force has announced the re- 
tirement of three general officers and the 
reassignment of another. 

The retiring officers are: Brig. Gen. 
Glen C. Jamison, formerly vice com- 
mander of the 12th Air Force at Brooks 
AFB, Tex.; Brig. Gen. Clifford C. Nutt, 
formerly Chief of Staff of the First Air 
Force, Mitchel AFB, N. Y., and Brig. Gen. 
James M. Fitzmaurice, formerly vice com- 
mander and Chief of Staff of Tactical Air 
Command, Langley AFB, Va. 

General Jamison served during the war 
with the U. S. Army Forces in the South 
Pacific and was Chief of Staff of the 13th 
Air Force there in 1943. 

General Nutt headed the Hawaiian Air 
Depot during the war, supplying and re- 
pairing Air Force equipment for the Cen- 
tral and South Pacific Areas. 

General Fitzmaurice commanded the 
13th Bomber Command in the South Pa- 
cific in 1943 and later succeeded General 
Jamison as Chief of Staff of the 13th Air 
Force in that theater. 

Reassigned was Brig. Gen. Horace A. 
Shepard, formerly Chief of Procurement 
Division, Air Materiel Command, Wright- 
Patterson AFB, Dayton, Ohio, who has 
become Assistant Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Materiel. 





Top Defense Job for Marine 

Brig. Gen. Vernon E. Megee, Assistant 
Director of Marine Aviation, this week 
was named a deputy director of the 
Armed Forces’ Joint Staff. 

A Marine aviator for 19 of his 28 years’ 
military service, General Megee is the 
first Marine to be named to an important 
Defense post. He has been detached from 
his former duty and assigned to intelli- 
gence as one of three deputy directors 
on the Joint Staff. 

General Megee, a strong supporter of 
the Navy during the recent Congres- 
sional hearings on unification, testified 
that the Air Force was “unbalanced in 
favor of strategic bombing to the detri- 
ment of its ability to provide tactical air 
support for ground troops, and for other 
missions involving tactical aviation.” 








Senate Unanimously 
Confirms Sherman 


Admiral Forrest P. Sherman was con- 
firmed as Chief of Naval Operations for 
a tour of four years by the Senate 24 Jan. 
without a dissenting vote. He was sworn 
in yesterday for a four year tour begin- 
ning 27 Jan. 1950. 

Although confirmation was delayed by 
many days of debate, the argument re- 
volved entirely around the method of re- 
lieving Admiral Louis E. Denfeld and 
whether or not a vacancy legally existed. 
No word was spoken against Admiral 
Sherman—only words of praise. 

On Tuesday, Senator Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy (R.-Wisc.), a major in the Marine 
Corps Reserve, reported that he had 
again communicated with Admiral Den- 
feld and that the latter had said he 
would resign as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions so that there would be no question 
as to the vacancy. 

The confirmation, however, does not 
end the “Denfeld affair,” for Representa- 
tive Vinson (D-Ga.), chairman of the 
House Armed Services Committee, has 
stated that his committee’s report on last 
Summer’s hearings on the Navy’s pro- 
tests against the functioning of unifica- 
tion will give full treatment to the re- 
moval of Admiral Denfeld as CNO after 
his testimony before the committee. 

More will be heard in the Senate Com- 
mittee, too, for although Senator Tyd- 
ings had earlier refused to recall Secre- 
tary Matthews for requestioning on the 
subject, the Navy Secretary has agreed 
to appear before the Committee early 
next week. He will be heard in executive 
session, Senator Tydings said. His ap- 
pearance probably will be integrated with 
the committee’s forthcoming over-all 
study of National Defense, 

On Monday, 23 Jan. Senator Tydings 
(D-Md.), Chairman of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, read to the Senate a let- 
ter from Secretary of the Navy Matthews 
stating that the Commission to Admiral 
Denfeld as CNO, which McCarthy had 
revealed to the Senate last week after 
Matthews had said no commission had 
been issued, had reached Admiral Den- 
feld by an “unusual procedure.” It was, 
he said, delivered directly to him by Rear 
Adm. Robert L. Dennision, USN, naval 
aide to the President, instead of going 
through the Senator’s office. Secretary 
Matthews said that he was unaware that 
this had been done until after Senator 
McCarthy’s revelation to the Senate. 
However, he contended, this was not an 
official delivery and hence was still not 
valid. 

The Navy Secretary also presented a 
brief prepared by Rear Adm. George L. 
Russell, Navy Judge Advocate General, 
upholding the legality of Admiral Den- 
feld’s relief from office. 

Senator McCarthy, however, continued 
to hold to his contention that Secretary 
Matthews is untruthful or incompetent 
and suggested that he should be im- 
peached. Secretary Matthews, on the 
other hand, was staunchly defended by 
a number of Senators, including the two 
Republicans from his state, Senators 
Butler and Wherry. Senator Wherry,,

More Naval Aviation Cuts 


The Navy’s Aviation Cadet Program, 
which has dwindled from a post-war out- 
put of 2,650 new pilots a year to less than 
half that number, will suffer another set- 
back under 1950 appropriations, the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL learned this 
week. 

“Eight or ten or 12 months from now, 
we are not going to be able to absorb all 
of the graduates coming out of Pensa- 
cola,” a high-ranking Naval officer said. 

The retrenchment caused by the 1950 
appropriations will make it necessary for 
a number of NavCad graduates to revert 
to inactive status upon being commis- 
sioned. Previously, they had been as- 
signed to further training with the Fleet 
air units. 

In order to provide as many billets as 
possible for the new graduates, the Navy 
will first ask for volunteers for inactive 
duty from among older graduates who 
have already served with the fleet. The 
Navy spokesman said that the percentage 
of those who will go on inactive duty im- 
mediately following graduation will be 
“reasonably small,” and that the Marine 
Corps had been “hit much harder” than 
the Navy. 

Marine Aviation said that, due to its 
approximately 47 per cent cut in combat 
squadrons, none of the 1,950 NavCad 
graduates could be absorbed by the Fleet 
Marine Forces as is the customary pro- 
cedure. 

Following the most recent cuts, a re- 
view of the whole Marine Corps Aviation 
program was necessitated, and as a re- 
sult, a proposal was submitted to the 
Navy that NavCad graduates be assigned 
to train at Marine Reserve bases. 

The proposal, which to date has not 
been approved, would permit the newly 
commissioned fliers to be assigned to duty 
and further training with the organized 
Marine Corps Reserve. Reserve stations 
would be augmented with young, regular 
officers, captain or major, who have had 
recent experience with operating units, 
thus giving the new ensigns the benefit 
of the latest training in combat units. 

A Marine representative said that the 
NavCad graduates under this program, 
and within the limitations of funds im- 
posed on flying hours, would get about 
the same training previously provided. 

Maj. Gen. Merwin H. Silverthorn, Di- 
rector of Marine Reserve, warned in a 
speech several months ago that when the 
pilots now in the Organized Reserve have 
reached the maximum combat age, there 
will be few Fleet trained pilots to replace 
them. He pointed out that by 1953, the 
present pilots will have reached the 
average age of 33 years which is con- 
sidered the maximum age for combat 
efficiency. 





Air Mission to England 


Col. Sam W. Agee, USAF, former di- 
rector of personnel for Headquarters, 
Military Air Transport Service (MATS), 
has been assigned as group chief of the 
Air Mission to England under the new 
Military Assistance program. He was suc- 
ceeded by Col. Kenneth K. Golledge, 
former chief of MATS Manpower Group. 

Colonel Agee was graduated from the 
U. S. Military Academy at West Point 
in 1937. After service with the Field Ar- 
tillery, Colonel Agee transferred to the 
Air Force in Oct. 1938 and completed his 
flight training the following year. He is 
a veteran of 33 months of overseas serv- 
ice in England, North Africa, and the 
Azores during World War II. 








CinCLant Retires 


Vice Adm. William M. Fechteler, re- 
cently nominated by President Truman 
for four-star rank, will take command 
of the Atlantic Fleet on 1 Feb. in cere- 
monies aboard the carrier USS Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

He relieves Admiral William H. P. 
Blandy, Commander in Chief of the At- 
lantic and U. S. Atlantic Fleet since 3 
Feb. 1947, who retires from active Naval 
service on that date. 

Adm. Fechteler 

Admiral Fechteler, a 1916 honor grad- 
uate of the Naval Academy, will give up 
the post of Deputy Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations for Personnel. 

Born in San Rafael, Calif., on 6 March 
1896, he attended high school in Wash- 
ington, D. C., and was appointed to the 
Naval Academy in 1912 by President Wil- 
liam Howard Taft. 

Following graduation from the Naval 
Academy he served aboard the USS 
Pennsylvania with the Atlantic Fleet dur- 
ing World War I. 

In the second World War, he first com- 
manded the USS Indiana in support of 
carrier strikes against Marcus Island in 
the Pacific, later participating in a series 
of operations which regained the Gil- 
berts, and in the initial sweeps against 
the Marshall Islands. For services in that 
assignment he was awarded the Bronze 
Star Medal with Combat V. 

In 1944 he became Commander of Am- 
phibious Group Eight, Seventh Amphib- 
ious Force, and was promoted to the 
rank of Rear Admiral. Early in that year, 
amphibious forces from the Southwest 
Pacific Force under his command landed 
an assault force on Los Negros in the 
Admiralties, and during the occupation 
of Hollandia the following month, he 
commanded the Humboldt Bay group. 
For this, and subsequent operations, he 
was decorated with the Distinguished 
Service Medal. 

In October of 1944, Admiral Fechteler, 
as an Amphibious Group Commander, 
took part in the Battle for Leyte and in 
the Lingayen Operations in January 1945. 
On 31 Jan. an assault force commanded 
by him landed elements of the 11th Air- 
borne Division at Nasugbu, and in Feb- 
ruary he commanded an amphibious at- 
tack group that put troops ashore at 
Puerto Princesa, on the east coast of 
Palawan. For services in these operations 
he was awarded the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal (Army) by the War Depart- 
ment. 

In March 1945, Admiral Fechteler was 
named Assistant Chief of Naval Person- 
nel, and for services in that assignment, 
which extended to 10 Jan. 1946, he was 
awarded the Legion of Merit. On 24 Jan. 
he assumed command of Battleships- 
Cruisers, Atlantic Fleet, with the rank 
of Vice Admiral, and on 21 Feb. 1946 be- 
came Deputy Chief of Naval Operations 
for Personnel. 

Admiral Blandy 

Born in New York City on 28 June 1890, 
Admiral Blandy was graduated from the 
U. S. Naval Academy in 1913 at the head 
of his class. 

Following graduation he joined the USS 
Florida and served with a landing force 
from that battleship during the occupa- 
tion of Vera Cruz, Mexico, in April 1914. 
He continued to serve aboard the vessel 
in operations with the British Grand Fleet 
during World War I. 

In 1941, Admiral Blandy was promoted 
to the rank of Rear Admiral and ap- 
pointed Chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Ordnance. 

Under his direction, this bureau effected 
vast changes in Naval Ordnance, and es- 
pecially in the antiaircraft defense of 
U. S. ships, including new types of guns 





and the famous proximity fuse. 

For his services as Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, Admiral Blandy was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Medal, 

During World War II, he served as an 
Amphibious Commander in the Pacific 
Fleet, participating in the capture of 
Kwajalein, Saipan, the Palau Islands (in- 
cluding the seizure of Ulithi Atoll), Iwo 
Jima and Okinawa. For these operations 
he was awarded his second and third Dis- 
tinguished Service Medals. 

In 1945 Admiral Blandy was given over- 
all command of cruisers and destroyers 
in the Pacific Fleet and was promoted to 
Vice Admiral and made a Deputy Chief 
of Naval Operations a few months later, 

With approval of the President of the 
United States, he was appointed by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to command Joint 
Task Force One, which conducted Opera- 
tion Crossroads, the Atomic Bomb tests 
at Bikini. 

For his successful and safe conduct 
of this history-making experiment, Ad- 
miral Blandy was awarded his fourth 
Distinguished Service Medal. 

In late 1946, he was appointed Com- 
mander of the 8th Fleet, later called the 
2nd Task Fleet, and upon the death of 
Admiral Marc A. Mitscher in early 1947, 
became Commander in Chief, Atlantic, 
and U.S. Atlantic Fleet, with the rank of 
full Admiral. 

The ceremonies aboard the carrier 
F.D.R., climaxing Admiral Blandy’s dis- 
tinguished Naval career, will be held at 
the Naval Base, Norfolk, Va.

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Duplicate Chaplains’ Work 
The question as to why there should 
be a President’s Committee on Religious 
and Morale Welfare, at a cost of about 
$100,000 a year, when there already exists 
both Chaplains Corps and welfare de- 





partments to look after these functions, 
was the subject of pointed inquiries by 
members of the House Appropriations 
sub-committee considering the 1951 budg- 
et estimates. 

Representative Engel (R-Mich) ques- 
tioned Mr. J. R. Loftis, director of the 
Defense Department’s Budget and Fi- 
nance Division, as follows: 

Mr. Engel. ‘‘I thought the Chaplains Corps 
was organized to look after the religious 
welfare of the armed services. Now we have 
another committee appointed to look after 
the Chaplains Corps. I have not seen any 
records of the Chaplains Corps to indicate 
that they were not doing a good job. 

“Then we also have the Welfare Depart- 
ment of the armed services, which is spend- 
ing considerable money looking after their 
welfare. Now we have a third agency.”’ 

Mr. Loftus. ‘‘Yes, sir, that is a temporary 
committee to provide the President with an 
outside objective appraisal of these pro- 
grams.”” 

Mr. Engel. ‘‘Do you think we ought to 
have a fourth agency to look after this third 
re 

Mr. Loftus. ‘“‘It is running at about $85,000 
to $100,000 a year. It was originally contem- 
plated that the Federal Security Agency 
would share proportionately in that support 
with the Department of Defense.’’ 

Mr. Engel. ‘‘This Committee has restored 
budget cuts that the Budget made in the 
Chaplains Corps for help in the last 3 years, 
if I remember rightly, so that the Chaplains 
Corps could have a few employees. Then you 
come around with $100,000. I think the en- 
tire amount for the Chaplains Corps is about 
$100,000, and we have another $100,000 for an 
agency to look after the Chaplains Corps. 
That does not make sense to me at all.”’ 

It was also brought out that although 
the Executive order setting up the com- 
mittee provided that it should be jointly 
financed by the Federal Security Agency 
and the Department of Defense, all of its 
funds have always come out of military 
funds. Its office is located in the Federal 
Security Agency, whose interest, Mr. 
Loftus explained, is because of “the USO 
problem and the community relations or 
the community attitude toward soldiers 
and men in uniform.” 





Two Defense Studies Planned 
Surveys of the status and needs of the 
forces of National Defense are to be con- 
ducted by both the Senate and House 
Committees on Armed Services. 

Representative Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), 
chairman of the House Committee, pre- 
viously had announced his intention of 
going into such an inquiry. This week 
Senator Millard E. Tydings (D-Md.), 
chairman of the Senate Committee, said 
he would do the same. 

“As soon as we can get two or three 
matters out of the way,” Senator Tyd- 
ings said, “we shall call the Secretary of 
Defense, the Secretary of the Army, the 
Secretary of the Navy. the Secretary for 
Air, and the chiefs of the Army, Navy, 
and Air Force, who wear the uniform, 
to appear before us for a review. 

“I have already made arrangements to 
have the Committee on Armed Services 
briefed at the Pentagon Building. So, if 
We can get time to devote to National 
Defense, rather than going off on tan- 
gents, we can all be pretty well in- 
formed.” 





Retired Admiral Advanced 

Rear Adm. Harley Hannibal Christy, 
USN-Ret., has been advanced on the re- 
tired rolls to the grade of vice admiral 
a8 a result of an award received in com- 
bat in World War I, acecrding to the Bu- 
Teau of Naval Personnel. 

Born in Circleville, Ohio, in 1870, Ad- 
miral Christy, who now lives in Washing- 
ton, D. C., was appointed a Naval Cadet 
in 1887. He was graduated from the Naval 
Academy with the class of 1891, and re- 
Ceived his commission as a rear admiral 
in 1926, retiring eight years later. 

During World War I he received the 
Distinguished Service Medal for excep- 
ne meritorious conduct when the 

SS San Diego, which he commanded, 
was sunk by a German submarine.

Air Force Research 


Reporting that at the end of fiscal 
year 1949, the Air Force had in effect 
more than 400 research contracts with a 
value of more than $75,000,000, Maj. Gen. 
Donald L. Putt, USAF Director of Re- 
search and Development, this week de- 
livered to the Institute of Aeronautical 
Sciences in New York City a summary of 
work in 10 areas of research and develop- 
ment. 

The following are highlights from 
General Putt’s discussion on each of 
these categories: 

1. Background research: ‘‘We have under- 
taken a comprehensive program to analyze 
scientifically our weapons systems... Asa 
simple example, we must forecast engine 
development and its effect on aircraft speeds 
so as to determine far in advance aircraft 
armament requirements and to complete the 
new armament developments to meet the 
vehicle.’’ 

2. Basic research: ‘‘Inasmuch as no field 
of science is intrinsically inapplicable to the 
solution of Air Force problems and because 
all fields of basic research are continually in 
need of sponsorship through government 
funds, the real problem becomes one of se- 
lecting the most promising areas for research 
and concentrating on those in which there 
is the great likelihood of success. In recog- 
nition of this problem, the Air Materiel Com- 
mand has elevated the Office of Air Research 
to a position paralleling that of its Engi- 
neering Division.”’ 

3. Faster speed flight: ‘‘Present vehicles 
possess either long range or high speed 
abilities, but not both, as exhibited by a 
heavy bomber compared with jet aircraft 
. . . FY 1949 may well be termed ‘the Year 
of Decision’ for future propulsion of Air 
Force aircraft . . Studies related to the 
application of nuclear energy to the propul- 
sion of aircraft were actively continued by 
the Air Force-sponsored Nuclear Energy Pro- 
pulsion for Aircraft Project.’’ 

4. Recognition and hitting of targets: 
“Projects have been initiated to make navi- 
gation automatic... A lightweight airborne 
navigational search radar equipment for use 
in transport aircraft has been developed 
which provides for land mapping and beacon 
reception . . . A new bombing and naviga- 
tional system is undergoing engineering tests 
and should be completed shortly ... Tests 
have indicated that the stabilization for 
(World War II) bombs is not sufficient and 
that the magnitude of bombing errors ren- 
ders them unacceptable Procurement 
action has been initiated to provide improved 
bomb fins for tactical use.”’ 

5. Maximizing destruction: ‘‘The Air Force 
has determined that the diversity of bomb 
sizes in existence during World War II and 
in storage at this time exceed the require- 
ments of the Air Force. A study of this situ- 
ation is expected to result in a recommenda- 
tion to develop a new family of bombs hav- 
ing an optimum number of sizes... A new 
family of warheads and fuses is required for 
guided missile application where extremely 
rigid weight performance requirements nec- 


essitate research for all possible improve- 
ments. 
6. All weather operations: ‘‘Our planes 


must be able to take off and land in a con- 
tinuous procession on a relatively narrow 
flight strip in conditions of zero ceiling and 
visability . . . The geophysical research pro- 
gram is designed to make nature work for 
instead of against us.’”’ 

7. Defeating enemy interference: ‘‘We are 
developing bomber aircraft which will fly 
roughly at double the speeds and altitudes of 
World War II aircraft and the attacking 
fiighter no longer enjoys marked perform- 
ance superiority over. the bomb carrier... 
It has been determined that, for tail pro- 
tection of future bombardment type aircraft, 
the Air Force will require weapons other 
than those currently available.’’ 

8. Communications: The utilization of air- 
craft for long range bombing and reconnais- 
sance, for defense and short range offense, 
and for inter-continental transport, requires 
radio communication equipment which falls 
into two distanct classes: long range to 6,000 
miles, ground to air; and short range to 250 
miles, ground to air and air to air... With 
the advent of high-speed aircraft and the 
expanded use of electronic equipment to ac- 
complish a variety of operational functions 
within the aircraft, the Air Force is con- 
fronted with the severe problem of develop- 
ing flush antennas for installation in aircraft. 

9. Defense of Home Territories: ‘‘Consid- 
eration is begin given to the design of a 
fighter with low wing loading to reduce the 
radius of turn at high altitudes. The desira- 
bility of transonic and supersonic speeds for 
interceptors is also being investigated... 
Extensive improvement in the ability to de- 
fend local areas will be afforded by the addi- 
tion of guided missiles as armament for 
interceptor aircraft and by the introduction 
of surface-to-air guided missiles able to in- 
tercept intruding aircraft and guided mis- 
Siles at relatively short ranges.”’ 

10. Utilization of personnel: ‘‘The Air 
Force has established a broad and compre- 
hensive research and development program 
in the field of human resources. . . . Research 





is being conducted in support of military 
management, psychological war fare and 
strategic intelligence. (The Journal plans in 
an early issue to publish a story giving a 
more detailed report of the Air Force Hu- 
man Resources program.) 





Armed Forces Day 
The first Armed Forces Day will be ob- 
served throughout the Nation on a com- 
munity level, on 20 May, with “Teamed 


for Defense” designated the official slogan _ 


for the day. 

Troop and equipment participation will 
be provided to as many communities as 
possible. The national allocation of Naval 
vessels, plus certain types of aircraft and 
airborne troops, will be made to assure 
participation of personnel and equipment 
in as many cities as possible. 

Reserve forces and civilian components 
will be encouraged to participate actively 
in observance of the day. The Depart- 
ment of Defense will seek assistance 
from national headquarters of leading 
civic, veterans, women’s, labor, and reli- 
gious organizations requesting their en- 
dorsement of the occasion and fostering 
local participation by member chapters, 
clubs, and posts. 

Administratively, six geographical areas 
have been designated, and one service 
will be assigned primary responsibility 
for Armed Forces Day activities in each. 
The designated area commander will co- 
ordinate ali phases of planning and op- 
eration with the other services. Repre- 
sentatives of the six commanders in con- 
tinental United States met in Washing- 
ton on 23 Jan. to make arrangements for 
the observance of Armed Forces Day in 
their respective areas. 

Each service will have the responsibil- 
ity for two areas, with the Navy having 
the added responsibility for the District 
of Columbia.

The contest is open to all active mili- 
tary personnel, including Reserves on ex- 
tended active duty. The Grand Prize win- 
ner will be selected from photographs 
submitted by the Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, and will 
represent the best entries in local and 
major command exhibitions. The contest 
is sponsored by the Special Services of 
the Army, Navy, and Air Force. 

The Grand Prize Perpetual Trophy, do- 
nated by the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, 
is a large and beautiful sterling silver 
punch bowl, mounted on a mahogany 
pedestal. It was specially designed by 
Bailey, Banks and Biddle, manufacturing 
silversmiths, of Philadelphia. It is en- 
graved with the seal of the Department 
of Defense and the mast head of the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. In last year’s 
competition it was won by Lt. Col. Rich- 
ard W. Wallace, of Southington, Conn., 
stationed at the Marine Corps Amphib- 
ious Warfare School, Quantico, Va. 

This year the basis of the award of the 
Grand Prize Perpetual Trophy will be 
changed somewhat. The trophy will go to 
the Service which scores the greatest 
number of points in the finals.

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Gen. Bradley Urges Research 


Forcefully declaring that “the modern 
application of science has reached the 

int where the common purposes of life 
have become obscured by the working of 
science for destruction,” General Omar 
N. Bradley nonetheless asserted yester- 
day‘that “we dare not a to rub the 
Aladdin lamp of scientific discovery be- 
cause we are afraid of the genie that 
might spring forth.” 

As public diseussion of the possible de- 
yelopment of a hydrogen bomb increased 
throughout the nation, General Bradley’s 
statement that “if we can discover some- 
thing new, we must allow the scientist to 
carry his discovery to its ultimate perfec- 
tion, no matter how fearsome the result 
may be,” took on important significance. 

“We must resolve the mystery of the 
genie, master its power and control its 
application,” the Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff told the graduating class 
at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute in 
Troy, N. Y. “The genie of scientific re- 
search,” he said, “might prove to be the 
ultimate means to better living and per- 
manent peace. No man should withhold 
his discovery because he fears the use to 
which it will be put. And if we can pro- 
vide him with the necessary equipment 
and laboratories, we must urge him in his 
efforts.” 

General Bradley’s remarks conceivably 
were directed at scientists who, it is re- 
ported, have hesitated to give support to 
work on improved atomic weapons be- 
cause of the frightful destruction which 
could result. 

Urging increased control over the ap- 
plication of scientific discoveries, General 
Bradley said: “We must develop the un- 
derstanding, the maturity, the wisdom, 
that controls destructive forces and apply 
the knowledge of science to the better, 
the common .purposes of life—including 
the abolition of war.” 

The failure of men to develop a work- 
able understanding among nations, said 
General Bradley, “has almost nullified the 
benefits of our advances. For we have al- 
lowed a cycle of war, depression, war and 
tension to run for the past 40 years.” He 
said the world has had enough of the 
subversion of “the blessings of man’s 


) knowledge and the fruits of research and 
| development,” and declared that “it is 
| time for humanity to control the forces 
» that man’s knowledge has unleashed.” 


Emphasizing the importance of the 


§ forces of education and science, General 


Bradley told the graduates that these 
forces “can do more to preserve our way 


| of life, and to improve the lot of every 


man, and ultimately to silence the guns 


| of battle than any other forces in the 
} world today.” 


In this regard, he added: “I hope that 
Imay continue to devote time and energy 
to both of these pursuits in combination, 


| when my present assignment is fulfilled.” 





Selective Service Debate 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson, and

Bradley, Chairman, JCS, General J. Law- 
ton Collins, Army Chief of Staff, and Maj. 
Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Director of Se- 
lective Service, in urging the House 
Armed Services Committee to continue 
for three years the present Selective Serv- 
ice Law. 

Officials emphasized that removal of 
this legislation may be interpreted abroad 
8 a relaxation of U. S. determination 
to remain strong.

aster, 

Committee members, including Chair- 

man Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), expressed 
Concern that extension of this legislation 
Might take @way authority from Con- 
gress. As a result, Secretary Johnson re- 
ported that a compromise was acceptable, 
which would restrict inductions until 
Congress by concurrent resolution gave 
this authority or until the President, after 
Consultation with the National Security 
Council, determined .that international 
Conditions warrant the resumption of in- 
ductions, 
‘ At the end of the week, despite the 
orceful testimony of the Defense and 
State Department witnesses, it appeared 
at the legislation would encounter 
much difficulty in Congress. 





Gen. MacArthur’s Birthday 


Senator Wiley (R-Wisc) made a speech 
in the Senate this week in tribute to 
General of the Army Douglas MacArthur 
in honor of-the General’s 70th birthday, 
26 Jan. 


Senator Wiley urged that the best 
birthday tribute would be to secure all 
the facts regarding General MacArthur's 
recommendations to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff.for defense of Formosa, and to “indi- 
cate in ho uncertain terms that it is our 
earnest desire that General MacArthur 
return to the United States to address a 
joint session of Congress on the crisis in 
the Far East.” 


Senator Wiley said: 


“Few military records in the annals of 
American warfare have been more crowned 
with honors than is that of General Mac- 
Arthur. During the First World War he was 
wounded twice, decorated 13 times, and cited 
7 additional times for extreme bravery under 
firé. In the Second World War, he won, 
among other honors, 17 American decorations 
and 23 decorations from foreign countries. 
He was awarded the thanks of the Congress, 
and received many honorary degrees, includ- 
ing that of the University of Wisconsin. His 
magnificent return to the Philippines is one 
of the most glorious chapters in American 
history. Hi@ epic achievements in the Pacific, 
although receiving a minimum of military 
aid, equipment, and personnel, his victories 
gained with a minimum of casualties, are the 
sort of military record of which every branch 
of our service is proud. 


‘“‘He was the youngest man ever to hold 
the position of Superintendent of West Point. 
Incidentally, his own 4-year scholastic aver- 
age while a student at West Point was the 
highest in 25 years, and still tops the records. 
In World War I he was the youngest division 
commander in the United States Army. He 
was the youngest man ever to hold a position 
as Chief of Staff. He was rated by Secretary 
of War Newton D. Baker as America’s best 
World War I front-line general. He emerged 
from retirement in 1937 to become the only 
field marshal in United States Army annals. 
At the expiration of his 4year term as Chief 
of Staff, precedent was broken when he was 
reappointed. 

Conclusion 


“Perhaps his greatest of all achievements 
has been his amazing record of occupying 
Japan and then steering that country’s re- 
construction. No individual, least of all Doug- 
las MacArthur, would claim that all of Ja- 
pan’s problems are solved or that the job 
is done in Japan. On the contrary, we still 
have a tremendous task there, particularly 
now that it has been complicated by the 
Red conquest of China and the Red advances 
throughout much of southeast Asia. It is in 
the Orient that, paradoxically enough, the 
future of western civilization may be decided. 
We need Douglas MacArthur's judgment, 
therefore. 

“The best tribute we can pay to this great 
American is not by our words, but, rather, 
by the deeds we perform in line with his 
spirit an& his recommendations.”

Limit Wives’ Employment 

Representative John. B. Williams (D- 
Miss.), introduced a bill (H. R. 6871) this 
week, one effect of which should be to 
prohibit the wife of a commissioned offi- 
cer of any of the Services from being 
employed by the U. S. Government, or 
District of Columbia, if their combined 
incomes exceed $7,500 or if one spouse 
receives in excess of $5,000 per year. 

The bill specifically excludes warrant 
officers and enlisted persons and their 
spouses from its provisions. 


Medical Officer Transfers 

Any Medical Department officer who 
transferred from the Army to the Air 
Force and is dissatisfied may ask for, and 
in most cases receive, transfer back to the 
Army, according to Maj. Gen. Harry G. 
Armstrong, Air Force Surgeon General. 

Speaking at the William Beaumont 
General Hospital, Ft. Bliss, Tex., General 
Armstrong said also that over a two year 
period there would be a gradual and 
near complete inter-change of Army and 
Air Force doctors. 
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Air Guardsmen Schools 

Air National Guard officers now may 
apply for pilot training in the flying 
schools of the Air Force. The Air Force 
has opened seven classes this year to Air 
Guard officers with training time ap- 
proximately one year. Reporting date of 
the first class will be 3 March, with 
classes starting 4 April and graduation 
28 March, 1951. The final class reports 
16 Nov., enters class 3 Jan., 1951, and 
graduates 15 Dec., 1951. 

Guard officers will attend the flying 
schools in their National Guard grades, 
Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. Cramer, Chief of 
the National Guard Bureau said. After 
graduation they must serve on active 
duty with the Air Force for one year, 
then return to the Air National Guard 
for four years of duty. 


Army Airborne Panel 


General J. Lawton Collins, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, has announced the 
establishment of an Army Airborne 
Panel to consider and recommend meas 
ures to improve Army capabilities in the 
Airborne field. 

The study is expected to require sev- 
eral months, after which a final report 
will be prepared and submitted to the 
Chief of Staff. 

Chairman of the panel is Maj. Gen. 
William M. Miley, commanding the 11th 
Airborne Division, and commander of 
the 17th Airborne Division in the Euro- 
pean Theater during World War IL 
Other members include representatives 
of the Army General Staff; the Com- 
mand and General Staff College, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas; Headquarters, 
Army Field Forces, Fort Monroe, Vir 
ginia, and the llth and 82d Airborne 
Divisions. 

The panel will meet at the Pentagon.

The Navy revealed this week the ex- 
istence of a new “flying laboratory” to 
test airborne early-warning equipment, 
designed for faster detection and location 
of enemy air and surface forces. The new 
laboratory is a specially-modified Lock- 
heed Constellation, called the PO-1W, 
which was built for the Navy by Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corporation. 

This airplane has successfully com- 
pleted a long series of flight-tests at the 
Lockheed factory at Burbank, Calif., and 
is now ready for extensive Navy tests of 
early-warning radar devices and proced- 
ures. It is one of two PO-1W’s ordered 
to date. 

The new plane is characterized by two 
large radomes on the top and bottom of 
the fuselage, plus an elongated nose 
structure and rows of antennae on the 
exterior of the airplane. 

Airborne early-warning equipment, de- 
veloped by the Navy’s Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, provides an important means of 
defense against enemy bombers and 
fighter aircraft. It overcomes the basic 
limitation of shipboard and surface radar, 
which cannot “see” over the optical 
horizon, and therefore can be evaded by 
enemy planes flying at low altitudes and 
high speeds. Airborne early-warning 
equipment makes it possible to meet this 
kind of attack by utilizing a powerful 
radar in a patrol airplane, located many 
miles in front of the threatened point. 

Because the radar is airborne, it can 
“see” far beyond the horizon of surface 
units, and approaching enemy planes or 
ships can be detected much earlier than 
otherwise possible. 


Normal flight crews are carried by the 
PO-1W, including pilot, co-pilot, flight en- 
gineer and radio operator. In addition, 
facilities are provided in the cabin for 
technicians and electronic equipment op- 
erators, Bunks are available for relief of 
crew members on long flights. 

Flight tests have shown that despite 
the bulky external radomes and other 
special devices, performance of the 
Navy’s Constellation is not materially 
affected. It has a range of more than 
5,000 nonstop miles and a top speed of 
more than 350 miles an hour. 

The PO-1W is a modified version of the 
commercial Constellation familiar to air 
travelers throughout the world. A total 
of 219 Constellations have been delivered 
or are on order for 14 commercial air- 
lines, the Navy and the U.'S. Air Force.

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Cold-Weather Training 


A 1500-man Navy-Marine Corps task 
element arrived last week at the Naval 
Operating Base, Kodiak, Alaska, from 
San Diego in a six-ship expedition to cold 
weather areas on the North Coast of 
Alaska. 2 

The expedition, which is“under the im- 
mediate command of Capt. L. D. Sharp, 
Jr., USN, consists of approximately 1200 
Navy personnel and some 300 Marines of 
the First Marine Division. Among the 
Navy units involved will be an under- 
water demolition team, a_ specially 
trained beachmaster group, and units of 
Naval Aviation, including elements of 
Patrol Squadron One, based at Kodiak 
and a helicopter unit aboard the USS 
Burton Island. 

The six ships of the expedition include: 
the landing ship dock, USS Gunston Hall, 
flagship for the exercise; the USS Wan- 
tuck, a high speed troop transport; the 
USS Perch, a troop-carrying submarine, 
and the USS Barbero, a cargo-carrying 
submarine; the USS LST 1138; and the 
ice-breaker, the USS Burton IsMand. Led 
by the ice-breaker, and aided by recon- 
naissance reports from Navy planes, the 
ships, of the expedition will penetrate 
sub-polar areas made dangerous by ever- 
shifting ice packs. 

A specially selected and highly train- 
ed reconnaissance unit of Marines will 
accompany the expedition and go ashore 
on the Alaskan Peninsula. The Marines 
will be under the command of Maj. F. R. 
Stewart, USMC. 

The expedition will test items of cold 
weather equipment now under consider- 
ation for adoption. 

The exercise will be under the over- 
all command of Rear Adm. P. K. Fischler, 
USN, Commander Amphibious Force, 
Pacific Fleet.

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Missouri Still Aground 

Navy efforts to free the 45,000-ton bat- 
tleship, USS Missouri, from a mudbank 
off Old Point Comfort, Va., where the 
vessel has been lodged for the past 12 
days, were temporarily abandoned this 
week. ‘ 

After trying unsuccessfully to free the 
six-year-old Iowa-class battlewagon over 
a period of several days, further attempts 
were dismissed until the next high tide, 
expected on 2 February. 

In the meantime a Navy. Board of In- 
quiry was ordered by Admiral William 
Hi. P. Blandy, Commander in Chief of the 
Atlantic Fleet. The board, to be convened 
after the Missouri is refloated, will be 
headed by Rear Adm. Milton E. Miles, 
Commander of Cruiser Division Four. . 

Capt. William D. Brown, skipper of the 
“Big Mo,” had no explanation for the ac- 
cident except that a “chain of unusual 
and unfortunate circumstances” sur- 
rounded the grounding. Any further 
effort on his part to designate the cause 
would mean, he said, that he was usurp- 
ing the powers of the inquiry board. 

The giant battleship, which carries a 
complement of more than two thousand 
men, was headed through Hampton 
Roads en route to a Caribbean maneuver 
area when she ran aground in 28-foot 
water a mile and a half off Old Point 
Comfort. The mean draft of the vessel 
is 36 feet, but Navy officers said that she 
would require slightly greater depth for 
safe operation. 

A Navy test range, which the Missouri 
had traversed just prior @ her grounding, 
is marked by water as shallow as 50 feet 
at one point on the North side, and is 
very close to water of even less depth. 
Her present position on the mudbank, 
however, is seemingly unaccountable, in- 
asmuch as the vessel lies a good distance 
from the test area, and well out of the 
regular channel. 

The test range is being used by the 
Navy to observe the effect of passing 
ships on underwater acoustical devices. 

Navy Secretary Matthews, after mak- 
{ng an aerial flight this week over the 
stalled ship, expressed confidence that 
she would be floated at the next attempt. 

With both its main and auxiliary en- 
gines inoperative, due to mud which was 
sucked into their condensers, the Missouri 
is being supplied with power by two sub- 
marine rescue ships, the Kittywake and 
the Chanticleer. The two vessels will also 
be used in the rescue attempt on 2 Feb. 





Propeller Research 

Plans for a full flight propeller re- 
search program, to be conducted jointly 
by the Navy and Air Force in conjunc- 
tion with the National Advisory Commis- 
sion for Aeronautics, was revealed this 
week by Rear Adm. C. M. Bolster, USN. 

The Assistant Chief of Research for 
the Navy’s Bureau of Aeronautics, said 
that tests to be made under the program 
are expected to demonstrate the effi- 
Ciency of the turbo-propeller “as a means 
. a high speed, long range air- 


Addressing the Institute of Aeronautics 
Sciences in New York, he said “It has 
been realized for some time that even at 
@ mach numberof one the turbo-prop 
Could compete with the turbo-jet if the 
Propulsive efficiency of the propeller is 
equal to or greater than about 55 per- 
Cent.” If one can be built along these 
lines, he said, “the same thrust horse- 
Power and specific fuel consumption can 

obtained from a turbo-prop engine as 
from a turbo-jet.” 

The turbo-propeller would have an 
advantage over the turbo-jet in that its 
efficiency, when cruising at lower speeds, 
Would increase, whereas that of the 
turbo-jet decreases. 

The results of intensive research 
along these lines have already proved 
“favorable,” he said.

“OUTFITTERS TO THE 

ARMED FORCES FOR 
THREE GENERATIONS" 
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Discuss Air Force Groups 


A group of influential members of the 
House of Representatives has expressed 
new concern about the implications of 
President Truman’s impounding funds in 
the 1950 defense appropriations which 
would have provided a 58group Air 
Force, instead of the 48 groups approved 
by the President. 

During testimony before a House Ap- 
propriations Sub-Committee on the fiscal 
year 1951 appropriations, Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson was questioned at 
length concerning the President’s action. 

Representative George H. Mahon (D.- 
Tex.) subcommittee chairman, contended 
that “a major question of policy and a 
major problem of democratic govern~ 
ment is posed by this situation.” Repre- 
sentative Albert J. Engel (R.-Mich.) 
added: “The National Defense of our Na- 
tion should not depend upon one man, 
whether that man be the Secretary of the 
Department of Defense or the President 
of the United States.” 

Asked where the President has the 
power to impound funds appropriated by 
Congress for national defense, Secretary 
Johnson said that as Commander in 
Chief the President has such authority. 

Secretary Johnson commented: “There 
are certain duties and responsibilities of 
the President of the United States and 
the Commander in Chief. Operating in 
those fields he is inherently invested with 
certain powers. Any such assumption as 
the doing of those things which would 
conclude that he had not acted for the 
best interest of the country in the over- 
all picture within a sound reasonable de- 
termination might raise questions . . ., 
but as long as he moves as Harry Tru- 
man has moved, in my opinion, in the 
area above what he thinks are the neces- 
sary items for the defense and security— 
and you do not challenge and cannot 
challenge that defense and security—it 
is within the inherent authority of the 
President and Commander in Chief to so 
act.” F 

At the conclusion of the discussion on 
this matter, Chairman Mahon observed: 
“It is a question of very great signifi- 
cance, as I take it, to the people of the 


Nation, and for that reason We are in-° 


terested in exploring ramifications of it— 
we are not angry with anyone; we are 
not saying who is right or who is wrong 
as to how much Air Force we ought to 
have. We have already spoken and the 
executive department has_ already 
spoken. We are not trying to embarrass 
anybody, but we are trying to get a very 
clear understanding because if we are 
going to sit here and appropriate funds 
and’ fight battles over a period of 
months, we want them to count for some- 
thing. If they do not count for some- 
thing, we will have to do what we can 
to make them count for something. At 
the same time, we want the very best 
national defense and we do not want 
any wasting of funds.” 


USAF School Policy 


The Air Force intends to raise the ratio 
of regular officers receiving training in 
such fields as Communications and Elec- 
tronics, Armament, Aircraft Mainte- 
nance, Weather and Construction. At 
the present time, Reserve officers com- 
prise between 70 and 80 per cent of the 
total officers assigned to these technical 
schools.

Inspect Air University 

e United States Air Forces educa- 
tional programs are well-balanced and 
no major changes are being recom- 
mended, General Muir S. Fairchild, 
USAF, Vice Chief of Staff, declared Wed- 
nesday at the Air University. This state- 
ment was made by General Fairchild at 
the conclusion of the two-day review of 
the Air Forces educational activities by 
a board of 12 general officers of which he 
is president. 

“We have reviewed our educational 
activities during the past three years.” 
General Fairchild said. “Our programs 
are well-balanced and no major changes 
will be recommended. Only some minor 
adjustments in placements will be sug- 
gested.”

Air Force Moves Personnel 


Four hundred airmen, constituting the 
ground echelons of the 20th Fighter Gp, 
Shaw AFB, S. C., and the 3lst Fighter 
Gp., Turner AFB, Ga., will depart from 
their home bases via air on:1 and 2 Feh, 
for Ramey AFB, P. R., to participate 
in PORTREX, joint airborne-amphibious 
exercise scheduled in the Caribbean Area 
during February and March. 

More than 80,000 personnel of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force will partici 
pate in PORTREX which will feature an 
invasion force in a joint airborne-amphib- 
ious assault on the Island of Vieques, 
six miles east of Puerto Rico, defended 
by an Aggressor Force. 

»Two thousand personnel of the Afr 
Force and 1,000 ‘paratroopers from the 
82d Airborne Division; plus equipment, 
will have been airlifted to Puerto Rico 
prior to the last week in February to 
participate in PORTREX: In addition, 250 
Air Force personnel, including the ad- 
vance echelon of a Tactical Air Force 
Headquarters, tactical’ control group and 
signal battalion will land with the an- 
phibious assault troops on Vieques. 

Units and troops being airlifted to 
Puerto Rico will go via MeDill AFB, Fila, 
and Leeward Point, Cuba. Tactical air- 
craft will fly from their home bases to 
Ramey AFB via International Airport, 
Miami, Fla., and Leeward Point, Cuba. 
Following completion of the exercise in 
early March, the Air Force Units and Air- 
borne Troops, with their equipment, will 
be returned via Gir to their home bases 
in the United States. 

All Air Force Units in the exercise will 
be part of the Invasion Force, com- 
manded by Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge and 
composed of Army, Navy, and Air Force 
Units, Admiral W. H. P. Blandy is over- 
all Maneuver Commander, until his re- 
tirement 1 Feb., and has Maj. Gen. Rob 
ert M. Lee as his Deputy for Air. Lt. Gen 
W. H. H. Morris is Defénse (Aggressor) 
Commander. 

Maj. Gen. Ralph Stearley is Deputy 
Commander for Air Force Forces on the 
staff of General Hodge, and will have 
command of all Air Force units in the In- 
vasion Force which will include a Tactical 
Air Force composed of two fighter groups, 
troop carrier group, two reconnaissance 
squadrons, liaison squadron, tactical con- 
trol group and a signal battalion. Brig. 
Gen. Willard R. Wolfinbarger is Deputy 
to General Stearley and Commanding 
General of the Tactical Air Force. 

The Tactical Air Force will join with 
Navy Air Units in providing tactical air 
support of the Ground and Amphibious 
Forces, preceding, during, and following 
the amphibious and airborne assault 
stage. Navy aircraft will include carrier- 
based groups from aircraft carriers in 
the assault force and land-based planes. 


AF Research and Development 


Placing further emphasis on the Air 
Force long-range research and develop 
ment activities, General Vandenberg 
this week announced the establishment 
of a new staff section at USAF Head- 
quarters, and the formation of an ad- 
ditional USAF major command—the Re 
search and Development Command. 

The new staff section and command 
will function as planning units for 4 
time and gradually assume supervision 
over all USAF field activities supporting 
research and development. Temporary 
headquarters of the new command will 
be in Washington. 

This action places the research and 
development activities on the same staff 
level as the existing four major staff 
sections—Comptroller, Personnel, Opera- 
tions, and Materiel. It also constitutes 4 
new command that parallels other 
major commands such as Air Materiel 
Command, Strategic Air Command, and 
Continental Air Command.

The College of Engineering Sciences 
offers an extended sequence in advanced 
mathematics ranging from calculus 
through differential equations and vector 
analysis. Similar sequences of advanced 
vcourses are available in aerodynamics, 
thermodynamics and jet propulsion sys- 
‘tems, aircraft structures, electronics, nu- 
clear physics and guided missiles. In ad- 
dition the Institute offers a limited num- 
per of electives so that students may go 
more deeply into subjects in which they 
are particularly interested. 

The College of Industrial Administra- 
tion is designed to fit cert aspects of 
the management needs of the Air Force 
which are today easily as exacting as 
those of big business. Along with basic 
courses in engineering and mathematics, 
the curriculum includes academic funda- 
‘mentals for a background in production, 
procurement, supply and industrial mo- 
bilization planning. About one-third of 
“he program deals with basic engineer- 
mg and science, the balance including 
such subjects as law, labor relations, war 
economics, accounting, corporate finance 
and similar facets of the industrial and 
engineering administration fields. 

In addition to this resident program the 
Institute annually selects officers for as- 
signment to civilian colleges and univer- 
sities for advanced education in fields 
that correspond to Air Force require- 
ments for competently trained officer spe- 
cialists. At this writing, approximately 
1200 Air Force officers are enrolled in 75 
participating civilian institutions at both 
graduate and undergraduate levels. Many 
of these men will qualify for degrees as 
a result of their college training—this 
is a happy coincidence of the program. 
It should be emphasized, however, that 
every officer student is sent to college 
to meet a_ specific requirement estab- 
lished by Hq., USAF—a requirement for 
an officer to be trained to a specified level 
in a particular field. Degrees are a by- 
product of this arrangement. 

The Institute is also responsible for the 
Training-in-Industry programs of the Air 
Force. In one such program, officers are 
detailed to selected industries for six- 
month periods to learn, through actual 
participation in the particular operations 
being studied, how a successful indus- 
trial concern functions, Participating in- 
dustries schedule these officers through 
a planned program designed to provide 
on-the-job experience at both operating 
and management levels. Another related 
program*is designated Phase “B” of our 
Industrial Mobilization Planning Pro- 
gram. In it, officers are sent for a period 
of one year to industrial firms for a more 
intensive period of training along sim- 
ilar lines. This latter group consists of 
oficers who have been earmarked to 
specialize in Industrial Mobilization Plan- 
ning. 

A total of 63 industrial firms through- 
out the United States are now working 
with us in this program. Their unselfish 
and patriotic cooperation is making a 
most worthwhile contribution to the fu- 
ture effectiveness of Air Force industrial 
Planning and procurement functions. 

Through these and related efforts the 
USAF Institute of Technology today aims 
at assuring a steady supply of technically 
developed brainpower to match air ma- 
teriel developments, a force of adequate 
intelligence to administer the intricate 
machine with which it must work. 

In the three years of its operation since 
late 1946, the Institute has encountered 
a thirst for advanced education among 
Air Force officers who, in many cases, 
do not meet established prerequisites for 
admission to a full-time Institute pro- 
gram but who nevertheless represent an 
area of definite fertility for our educa- 
tional system. F 

The widespread realization that pres- 
ent-day technological advances will re- 
sult in weapons and machines of warfare 
highly complex in nature has lent im- 
Petus to this quest for additional tech- 
nical education among younger officers. 
This, coupled with the advent of selective 
Promotion of Air Force officers, has made 
it obvious that men with solid educa- 
tional backgrounds have the best chance 
to advance to positions of high responsi- 
bility, all other factors being equal. 

To service the educational needs of 





that large group of war-service officers 
whose formal educations suffered while 
their military and combat proficiencies 
advanced, the Institute of Technology 
has evolved a program of guidance and 
counselling. : 


This service is of particular value to 
officers who lack or think they lack the 
academic prerequisites for immediate se- 
lection to fulltime duty as students. An 
officer may participate by submitting a 
request for evaluation, including com-« 
plete educational transcripts and evi- 
dence of military background and prior 
assignments, or by visiting the Institute 
for direct interview with guidance ex- 
perts. (An interesting sidelight here is 
the fact that some officers have used tele- 
phonic and even radio communication— 
from distant points—to complete details 
of their counselling.) 


When the evaluation of an officer’s ed- 
ucational background shows him to be 
deficient in eligibility requirements for 
admission to the Institute or to a civilian 
institution, definite and specific steps are 
recommended to suit his particular case. 
These steps are designed to bolster the 
individual’s educational background 
where it is weakest in order that he may 
ultimately measure up to Institpte stand- 
ards for admission, 

Recommendations of the Institute’s 
guidance center at Wright-Patterson 
often entail the use of USAFI correspond- 
ence courses as well as off-duty study 
at civilian schools near the individual’s 
home station. Follow-up correspondence 
is maintained with each officer in the pro- 
gram as he progresses through the par- 
ticular educational plan suggested for 
him, 

By October of this year the Institute 
had counselled 2200 officers over a two- 
year period, and the majority of these 
men are today moving progressively 
through their individual off-duty student 
program toward a more thorough aca- 
demic foundation. The keen desire for 
self-improvement among our younger Air 
Force officers, as exemplified by the 
healthy participation in this program, is 
gratifying to us who daily observe it. 
Over and above the personal improve- 
ment resulting in each case, there accrues 
great aggregate benefit to the Air Force. 


In summary, because of the highly tech- 
nological nature of our equipment—be- 
cause of the magnitude of the overall job 
of management with which the Air Force 
is confronted, it is essential that the tech- 
nical and managerial competence of the 
Officer Corps be built up to and main- 
tained at a high level. The present level 
is not high enough—and the USAF Insti- 
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tute of Technology is doing something 
about it. 

Characterized by a degree of flexibility 
which permits keeping pa@ée with new de- 
velopments, the present Air Force pro- 
gram in the fields of technical and pro- 
fessional education is already resulting 
in increased effectiveness of Air Force 
leadership. 





Air Force Training 

The Air Force will begin soon to accept 
contract proposals from civilian flight 
schools for the basic training of pilots 
and technicians. 

Under the plan, it is proposed to con- 
vert one basic flying school to contract 
operating and train 500 airplane and en- 
gine mechanics in existing civilian 
schools. The foi basic schools are at 
Randolph AFB, Connolly AFB, Good- 
fellow AFB and Perrin AFB, Tex. 





Air Force Nominations 

The President sent to the Senate this 
week a long list of Air Force officers 
nominated for higher permanent rank. 
This list was published in full in the 24 
Dec. 1949 issue of THE JOURNAL. Date of 
rank was set at 21 Dec. 1949. 

With the exception of some chaplains 
who have not yet met service require- 
ments for advancement and whose 
names will be kept on an eligibility list 
until this requirement is met, all those 
selected for advancement were nominat- 
ed by the President, Air Force officials 
reported.

HE proposal of Senator Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex.) that the great Air Engineering 

Development Center to be built at Camp Forrest, Tenn., be named the “Arnold 
Engineering Development Center” deserves support as a lasting tribute to the memory 
of General of the Air Force Henry H. Arnold. No one sought more arduously than 
the late General Arnold for the constant improvement of the airplane as a weapon. 
In July of 1945 he initiated engineering studies looking toward the new development 
center. In October of that year he appointed a formal committee to work on the 
project. Fortunately he lived to see it approved, for the bill authorizing the appropria- 
tion of $100,000,000 for the Center passed the last session of Congress and shortly 
thereafter the Congress appropriated $6,000,000 and granted contract authority for 
$24,000,000 more to get the construction underway. For research work and develop- 
ment and evaluation of air weapons, the Center will have two supersonic wind 
tunnels and an altitude chamber which can test the performance of jet engines at 
heights simulating 80,000 feet. As knowledge in transsonic and supersonic flight is 
gained more advanced equipment will be added. Designed as part of the all-service 
and NACA unitary wind tunnel program, it is expected to be in limited operation 
in two to three years and in full operation by four or five years. It is fitting that 
General Arnold’s name should be memorialized in this institution dedicated to the 
progress of that Air Power to which he devoted his life. 


HOSE selected for permanent and temporary promotion to general officer rank 

In the Army on the list approved this week by the President, are seasoned officers 
of high professional qualifications who held posts of great responsibility during the 
war. The list contains a large number from the technical services, and a propor- 
tionately smaller number from the combat arms. This is due to the fact that the 
selections in 1948 and 1949 were heavily weighted with line officers. As was to be 
expected, the Selection Boards immediately following the war took advantage of the 
first opportunities presented to provide permanent promotion for many officers who 
had distinguished themselves in leading troops in battle. For the time being the 
advancement of outstanding officers of the technical and supply services was de- 
ferred. The new 1950 promotions to general officer rank recognize the heavy re- 
sponsibilities of officers who are commanding depots, arsenals, and research and 
development centers and who are responsible for the procurement, storage and 
issue of property valued at hundreds of millions of dollars. Many of these officers 
are in frequent contact with top executives of the nation’s leading industries in the 
matters of procurement planning and industrial mobilization. They will now re- 
ceive rank more appropriate to the importance of their duties and commensurate 
with their responsibilities.

The contest this year is arousing wide 
interest throughout the Services and thousands of fine pictures are expected to be 
entered. The ARMY AND Navy Journai ts happy to offer the Grand Prize as a contri- 
bution to the encouragement of interest in the pleasures of photography’ among 
members of all the Services, who have such unparallelled opportunities of record- 
ing on film their unusual experiences at home and abroad. It is hoped that this 
year’s contest will be an outstanding success.

Promotion Requirements 


Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The following requirements are listed 
in a recent announcement concerning 
the promotion of Medical Corps officers 
to the temporary rank of colonel: 

1.18 years of service for promotion pur- 
poses as of 1 July 1950. 

2. Permanent Regular Army Lt. Colo- 
nelcy with date of rank 17 Dec. 1948 or 
earlier. 

3. Temporary Lt. Colonelcy with date 
of rank 31 May 1943 or earlier. 

Regular Army medical officers must 
satisfy requirements 1 and 2; whereas 
non-regular medical officers must satisfy 
only requirement 3. This is clearly dis- 
criminatory against those Regular Army 
medical officers like me, who fall just 
short of satisfying requirement 1 and/or 
2, but who satisfy requirement 3. 

It is believed that it would be only fair 
to Regular Army medical officers to make 
them satisfy either requirement 3 alone 
as the non-regulars; or the combination 
of requirements 1 and 2, as the current 
directive prescribes. Moreover, if the 18 
years of service requirement is demanded 
of Regular Army officers, it would appear 
only just to demand it also of non-reg- 
ulars. 

Inasmuch as requirement 2 is not ap- 
plicable to a non-regular officer, it does 
not appear fair to demand it ofa regular 
officer, since both are competing for a 
AUS Colonelcy. At any rate, a Regular 
Army officer who is a temporary Lt. Colo- 
nel AUS should be equally as eligible 
for consideration for promotion to tempo- 
rary Colonel AUS as is a non-regular, 
who is a temporary Lt. Colonel AUS with 
the same date of rank.

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Foreign Affairs—The unpredictable Russians this: week established what ap- 


peared for a time to be the beginning of a junior blockade of Berlin. While train. 


traffic was permitted to continue with relatively minor delays the Soviet authori- 
ties slowed truck traffic from West Germany to a trickle. 

The papers of each truck were meticulously scrutinized by border guards and 
the vehicle was cleared only after an exasperating delay. Where such an examina- 
tion had previously been routine and perfunctory, it became this week annoyingly 
thorough. 

Thus far only German trucks have been delayed, no attempt being made to 
balt British or American motor convoys, although one American railway train was 
held up for several hours. At times hundreds of German trucks, carrying food 
and other supplies for Berlin, were held up at Helmstadt awaiting clearance into 
the Russian zone. 

While British and American officials do not expect the transport slow-down to 
develop into a real blockade, the tactics pursued are unpleasantly reminiscent of 
those which preceded the Berlin blockade in the summer of 1948. Should such a 
major blockade again eventuate the Western Allies are prepared this time to reinsti- 
tute the air lift on short notice, with the certain knowledge, born of experience, 
that it can meet the civilian supply requirements of western Berlin. 

The reason for the sudden and harassing interference with normal flow 
of highway traffic is difficult to ascertain. It followed close on the heels of an inci- 
dent in which the Americans seized a vacant building in the United States sector 
af Berlin which had been previously assigned to the Russians. However, after a 
few days, during which the Russians slowed down the traffic of a Soviet-operated 
@levated railway, the Americans relinquished the building and it was reoccupied 
by the Russians. 

United States High Commissioner John J. McCloy, who returned to the United 
States this week from Germany on a brief official trip, was unable to account for 
the traffic delays imposed by the Russians. He said he was baffled by the technique 
of the Red authorities and had no idea what may have prompted the action. 

Mr. McCloy is optimistic as to the future of the West German state. He said 
the German people were not thinking of a revival of National Socialism or of meas- 
ures of revenge against the western powers. While there have been some disturbing 
incidents, such as the merger of a small group of right wing political parties in the 
British zone, Mr. McCloy does not think these are representative of the general 
situation. The people as a whole, he feels, are not seeking further military adventures, 
but are genuinely interested in economic and political recovery and in making de- 
mocracy work. 

While in the United States Mr. McCloy will discuss with the President and the 
State Department the proposal to lift barriers against greater foreign investments 
in Germany, as well as some of the legal problems which would be involved in end- 
ing the technical state of war with Germany. While considerable progress has been 
made in the economic recovery of West Germany Mr. McCloy points to the fact 
that the situation is complicated by the great increase in population since the war, 
due to migrations from other sections. It is estimated that 1,000 persons come from 
the Soviet zone daily to make their homes in West Germany. 

One of the principal immediate difficulties of the Bonn government of West 
Germany arises out of the current dispute over the future of the rich Saar Valley, 
now dominated by France. Apparently the French wish to foster the development 
of an autonomous state in this region, under French protection. France, of course, 
would like the coal of the Saar for the adjoining steel industry of Eastern France, 
but it has no objection to local selfgovernment for the million Germans in that area. 

Naturally the new West German Republic looks to the ultimate incorporation 
of the Saar into its political domain, and is disappointed at the tightening economic 
bond of the rich German valley and France. However, Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
and the other German officials take a realistic view of the necessity of maintaining 
good terms with France and are unlikety to take any action which would damage 
this relationship. 

The United States is on the verge of severing diplomatic relations with Bul- 
garia. The government of that Red satellite has demanded that the United States 
immediately recall American Minister Donald Read Heath from Sofia, on the ground 
that he has become persona non grata because of his involvement with Traicho 
Kostov, former premier, and other Bulgarians, recently executed for treason and 
espionage. The State Department hotly denied the charges against the American 
minister and declared that unless the Bulgarian government withdrew its demand 
the United States would sever normal diplomatic relations. The impasse stems 
from a long series of restrictions and indignities imposed by Bulgaria on our lega- 
tion at Sofia, and persecutions of local citizens, employed or associated with the, 
legation in the normal discharge of its functions. ; 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson on Tuesday appeared before a closed session 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee to discuss the Far Eastern situation. The 
Secretary again expressed a willingness to support a proposal for economic aid for 
the Chinese nationalists on Formosa, but reiterated his opposition to any form of 
niilitary assistance. The sum of $28 million’ for immediate economic aid was men- 
tioned. 

The State Department is greatly disturbed by the action of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in refusing by a one-vote margin to approve a measure to continue aid 
to Southern Korea in the amount of $150 million. The unexpected adverse vote on 
the bill was largely due to dissatisfaction of Republican members with the Far 
Eastern policy of the administration. Steps are being taken to revive the proposal 
and it is expected to be passed by Congress in a somewhat different form. 

Ambassador Philip Jessup, who is in the Orient investigating the progress of 
Communism, went to Saigon, in French Indo-China, this week. This is regarded as 
a critical area, since there are many local Communists, and Chinese Red troops are 
at the border. The Communists in China have made frequent threats to invade 
Indo-China for the avowed purpose of protecting Chinese citizens in that country. 

A group of Belgian representatives, headed by the Belgian ambassador, will 
confer in Washington next Monday with representatives of the United States and 
Great Britain on matters pertaining to atomic energy. Undoubtedly the principal 
subject under discussion will be the continued availability and utilization of the rich 
wranium deposits of the Belgian Congo. Under present arrangements the entire 
output of these mines comes to the United States and undoubtedly this will con- 
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tinue to be the case under any new plan that may be approved. However, it is quite 
probable that the Belgians will request and receive a higher price for the product, 


Would Honor General of the AF Arnold—aA joint resolution has been introduce 
in Congress calling for the naming of the Air Force’s Air Engineering Develop. 
ment Center, to be built in Tennessee, in honor of the late General of the Air Fore 
H. H. Arnold. Senator Lyndon Johnson (D. Tex.) told the Senate that “the world 
greatest aeronautical research and development center should be named for the 
American airman who did more than any other to guide air power to maturity. .,. 
His influence made our Air Force what it is today.” 


New Heusing Appeal—General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chairman, Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, has made another appeal for increased Service housing to members of 
Congress. Testifying before a House Appropriations Sub-Committee, General Brad. 
ley said: “Housing at our installations, both in the continental United States and 
the outlying bases, is not all that it should be, and I hope that each of the Services 
will continue to press vigorously forwards the plans and provisions for adequate 
housing. For Service families,” General Bradley continued, “deserve the best life 
that we can give them in return for their sacrifices, although all of us realized when 
we entered the Service that it could not approach the tranquility or stability of a 
civilian career.” 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—A review of the Navy’s Graduate Medical 
Training Program as of 1 Jan., discloses that among the 1,570 Regular Navy medical 
officers on duty as of that date, 208 hold certification by American Specialty Boards 
and in addition 30 have completed a portion of their Board examinations. During 
the year 1949, 50 Naval medical officers were certified and 27 successfully passed 
Part I of the American Boards. This is the largest number certified in any one year 
since the inception of the Program in 1920. 

The specialties in which certifications have been made are: Anesthesia 6; 
Dermatology and Syphilology 7; Internal Medicine 37; Obstetrics and Gynecology 
15; Ophthalmology 16; Otolaryngology 25; Orthopedics 16; Pathology 13; Pediatrics 
8; Plastic Surgery 1; Psychiatry & Neurology 28; Radiology 21; Surgery 21; Urology 
11; and Preventive Medicine and Public Health 13. 

A recent arrangement between the Surgeons General of the Army and the 
Navy now makes it possible for a medical officer being assigned to the other Serv- 
ices’ hospital conducting residency training to be placed in training and still be 
credited as one of the joint staff in accord with the policy on joint staffing. Under 
this arrangement the Navy is now providing training to Army personnel at Ports 
mouth, Virginia and Long Beach, California. The residency training facilities of 
naval hospitals are available also to medical officers of the Air Force. The Army 
has offered residency training billets to naval personnel at the Tripler General 
Hospital or in other Army installations in which joint staffing may be developed. 


Defense Public Information—It was announced this week that Mr. William 
Frye, Director of Public Information for the Department of Defense, is: leaving that 
post, effective 18 Feb., to become affiliated with the Mutual Assistance Program in 
London. Mr. Frye, a former Associated Press reporter and war correspondent, suc 
ceeded Mr. Harold Hinton as Defense public information director last Spring, after 
having served previously as deputy director. 

Whether another civilian or a military officer would be named Director of Public 
Information to succeed Mr. Frye was uncertain late this week: If the decision is 
made to place a military officer in the key post, it is expected that Maj. Gen. Floyd 
Parks, USA, presently Director of Information for the Army, will be among those 
receiving most prominent consideration. General Parks, called to Washington from 
Hawaii to reassume direction of Army public information activities after the sudden 
death of Maj. Gen. Vernon Pritchard, is regarded highly by top officials of the Army, 
oe dg Air Force and is very popular with newsmen as a skilled public information 
offici 


Seat-Ejection Tests—The Air Force pilot ejection seat, which has enabled jet 
pilots to bail out of a plane at 555 miles per hour, is now being tested at speeds up 
to 1,100 miles per hour at Edwards AFB, Muroc, Calif. Dummy-loaded seats are 
used in these supersonic bailout tests. All forces acting on the dummy during each 
test run are recorded by movie cameras and electronic recording telemetering 
equipment. 

Purpose of the tests is to determine the speed limitations of the present seat 
device, and to find out what added protection is required for a pilot’s face and body 
when he leaves a plane flying at supersonic speeds. Volunteer personnel were used 
in previous tests, made at.speeds of 300-to-500 miles per hour, held in California 
last July. Testing equipment consists of a standard pilot-ejection seat mounted on 
a 2,300-pound streamlined sled which is propelled down a 10,000 foot railroad track 
by a series of rockets rated at 10,000 pounds of thrust each. The testing apparatus 
was developed by engineers of USAF’s Air Materiel Command Aircraft Laboratory, 
and Northrop Aircraft, Inc., Hawthorne, Calif. 


Expand AF Dependent Care—Two instances of plans for expanding medical 
and dental care for dependents of Air Force personnel have been reported. At the 
time the Air Force was given its own medical service, the shortage of medical and 
dental officers was at its highest. Consequently, Air Force personnel, in general, 
have been receiving less care for dependents than Army and Navy officers and en- 
listed men. 

However, it is announced that effective 27 Jan., dependents of officers and airmen 
at Bergstrom AFB, Tex., will be able to get free dental care at the base clinic. But 
because of the lack of adequate personnel, no dental care will be given to children of 
pre-school age. Dental work for other dependents will be limited to routine pro 
cedures, according to Lt. Col. George K. Fair, commanding officer of the medical 
group, and Maj. Lloyd S. Smith, chief dental surgeon. 

And during a recent conference with flight surgeons under his command, Col. 
Don Flickinger, command surgeon for the Eighth Air Force, directed wing surgeons 
to increase efforts to improve medical care for dependents. 


Ground Forces C of S—Brig. Gen. William S. Lawton, wartime Deputy Chief of 
Staff, Pacific Ocean Area, has been named Chief of Staff, Office, Chief, Army Field 
Forces, General Mark W. Clark, Chief, Army Field Forces, has announced. General 
Lawton recently participated in the Joint Army-Navy Exercise MIKI as Chief 
Umpire. He has served as Commandant, Seacoast Branch Artillery School, Fort Win- 
field Scott, Calif., since Aug. 1947. 
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Wants Fifth Son To Serve—In a letter to Mrs. Florida Jones of Clay, West Va., 
Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson saluted her as a patriotic mother of four sons 
who gave their lives in the service of their country. Three were killed in action or 
died of wounds during the war, and the fourth, Sgt. 1 Cl. Eugene Sylvester Jones, 
was killed on 13 Jan. 1950, in a glider crash at Fort Benning, Ga. 

A fifth son Cpl. Lawson Jones, USAF, is on duty at the Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base, Ohio. The suggestion was made that in view of the deaths of the other 
four sons arrangements might be made to secure the release of this son from the 
Air Force. However, Mrs. Jones said that she was proud to have another son in 
the service of his country and would not seek his release. 

The first of the four brothers to die was Pvt. Ozro B. Jones, 145th Infantry, 29 
years old, who was killed in action on 20 July 1943 on New Georgia Island in the 


South Pacific. His remains were temporarily interred at Finschafen, New Guinea. 


The next to fall was Pvt. Burman G. Jones, 23 years old, who died at Luxembourg 
on 15 Jan., 1945, of wounds suffered during the Battle of the Ardennes. His body 
was temporarily buried in Hamm, Luxembourg.’Staff Set. Johnnie B. Jones, Co. B., 
3d Signal Battalion, 26 years old, the third of the brothers, died of wounds at Oki- 
nawa, on 13 June, 1945, and was initially buried on that island. 

Less than a year ago the bodies of the three Jones brothers were returned from 
distant cemeteries and reinterred at Clay, W. Va., at the same time on 18 March, 
1949, Last Saturday Sgt. 1st Cl. Eugene S. Jones was buried beside the graves of 
his three soldier brothers. 

Following is the letter of Secretary Johnson to the mother of the four who 
died in the service and the fifth who continues to serve: 

Dear Mrs. Jones: 

“Your son, Eugene, has now joined his brothers Burman, Johnnie, and Ozro in 
giving his life for his country. His death, resulting from an experimental glider 
flight in peacetime, in Georgia, is just as significant a contribution to the ultimate 
security of our country and our way of life as were the supreme sacrifices of his 
brothers in time of war on the battle fields of Luxembourg, Okinawa and New 
Georgia. 

“We in the Department of Defense are very proud of all four Jones brothers 
and especially of their patriotic mother who brought them into the world and in- 
culcated in them the ideals of service and devotion to duty. As Secretary of De- 
fense, and on behalf of all the men and women in our Armed Forces, I salute you 
and the memory of your four patriotic sons. 

“It has been reported to me that when a suggestion was made to you to take 
steps to get a discharge from the military service for your fifth son, Lawson, now 
on duty with the Air Force as a corporal at Wright-Patterson Air Force Base, you 
replied: ‘I am proud I have another son who is in the service of his country.’ These 
noble words, I shall not dare to match, I bow in reverence to you, Mrs. Jones. 

“It is our heartfelt wish that your son, Lawson, will continue to uphold the 
Jones family tradition of service to our country. It is our cherished hope that he 
will have many years of useful service to his country, his family, and himself. It 
is our fervent prayer that you, Mrs. Jones, live to a ripe old age and behold in 
your lifetime the full realization of all of,the ideals of peace for which your four 
sons gave their lives and toward the perpetuation of which your fifth son is now 
dedicating himself.” 


Fate of USS Oregon—Recounting to the House of Representatives the history 
of the battleship USS Oregon, completed in 1898 at a cost of $6,280,000, Representative 
Homer D. Angell (R-Ore.) reported last week that the Government disposed of the 
ship for $35,000 early during World War II, but paid back to the purchaser $101,731.73 
for purchases of a portion of the salvage material. He said the Government is sub- 
ject to a suit for additional amounts. 

When it was announced that the famed battleship was to be dismantled because 
of the need for scrap, Representative Angell had expressed the hope that no one 
should profit from its dismantling. He said the USS Oregon was turned over to 
the State in 1925. In the period from 1928 to June 1941, the State of Oregon ex- 
pended $154,961.14 for her care and maintenance, Representative Angell related. 


AF Reserve Unit Has USN Members—The Western- Experimental Division, a. 


reserve Military Air Transport organization formed on the initiative of volunteers 
from the aviation activities of Southern California, has been approved for inclusion 
in the Air Force Organized Reserve Program. The approval followed a visit of Maj. 
Gen. Earl S. Hoag, Assistant to the Chief of Staff for Reserve Forces, USAF, and 
Maj. Gen. Laurence S. Kuter, Commander, Military Air Transport Service, and the 
Presentation by the local unit of the solution of a typical problem in strategic air lift 
in war time. The Reserve Unit, to be known as the Southern California Reserve 
Division, Military Air Transport, was monitored by Lt. Gen. Harold L. George, USAF, 
retired. 

The Southern California Reserve Division is the first mobilization headquarters 
unit to be approved by the Air Force for training and emergency direction by MATS. 
Through the cooperation of Rear Adm. Wilder D. Baker, Commandant, 11th Naval 
District, San Diego, reserve Naval enlisted and officer personnel were authorized 
to participate in the formation and early training activities of the Division. This is 
the first integrated Navy-Air Force reserve project in the United States paralleling 
the service integration found in MATS Headquarters and Transport Division. 

General George, supported by Emery.M. Ellington, Western Regional Manager 
of the Air Transport Association, and three key members of Western Airlines, Ar- 
thur F. Kelly, Lane W. Smith, and Jack L. Thayer, provided the original stimulus, 
which was supported by the provision of ample headquarters facilities in the West- 
ern Airlines building, Los Angeles International Airport, by Terrell C. Drinkwater, 
President of Western Airlines. ; 


Director of New York Ferry Services—A retired Coast Guard officer, Capt. Wil- 
liam M. McGuire, was sworn in this week as director of New York City’s ferry 
Services. Captain McGuire was formerly marine inspection officer of the Third 
Coast Guard District and is recognized as “one of the country’s outstanding authori- 
ties on mgritime safety.” . 


Study Clothing Problem—As an increasing number of Army troops are being 
Called upon to undergo cold-weather ,training, the Quartermaster Corps is giving 
much attention to research problems concerning Arctic clothing. In this regard, 
there is more and more talk and study about the “clo.” 

The clo is a unit of clothing and one clo (equivalent to an ordinary business suit), 
is considered the amount of clothing riecessary to keep an inactive man comfortable 
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in a temperature of 70 degrees Fahrenheit. To provide protection for an inactive man 
at 25 degrees below zero requires, according to Quartermaster Corps researchers, six 
clo. This would indicate the need for a shoe or boot 1.4 inches thick over the sole and 
seven inches thick around the margins of the foot. There are two major problems here: 
first, because of the huge bulk and paddle-shaped footgear, the soldier would have to 
be most “inactive,” since he would experience great difficulty walking and second, 
the feet would become too warm, would sweat and thereby invite frostbite. So what 
to do about the clo continues a complex Army research problem. 

With regard to circulation, studies have shown that applying heat to chilled 
hands and feet has only a “superficial” effect in restoring warmth to these body 
extremities. Scientists learned that almost immediately after exposure of the body 
to chill, blood supply to fingers and toes is so reduced that these digits cool prac- 
tically as though they were bloodless. 

If the body is warm and the fingers and toes are chilled locally, however, the 
blood flow continues through them the same as through warm digits, keeping them 
warm. However, under conditions which involve emotional stimuli, such as becoming 
startled, the blood flow is reduced very rapidly and returns to normal level slowly. 
Application of heat to the fingers or toes of a cooled man will not augment the 
blood flow to any considerable extent, rendering ineffective the use of “hand-warm- 
ers” in restoring circulation to the digits when a soldier’s body is not adequately 
warm. When hands or feet are warmed by the application of a hand-warmer they 
@may.be expected to fall very rapidly in temperature after the warmer is removed, an 
Army report relates.

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Unique Air Chaplain Post—The Air Force has named Chaplain (Lt. Col.) Robert 
P. Taylor, deputy chaplain of the Air Materiel Command, Wright Patterson AFB, 
Ohio, for the past two years, to be the first supervising Air Chaplain for the Civil 
Air Patrol. Maj. Gen. Lucas V. Beau, CG of the CAP, requested that an Air Force 
chaplain be assigned his command. During World War II, Chaplain Taylor was taken 
prisoner when Bataan fell. He is a survivor of the infamous “death march.” 


Expand K-9 Corps—The Army’s unique 26th Infantry Scout Dog Platoon at Ft. 
Riley, Kans., has been expanded from a strength of 27 to a canine force of 79 German 
Shepherds, Collies and Doberman-Pinschers. The 52 new “recruits,” trained originally 
for sentry duties at the 8450th MP Battalion, Alberquerque, N. M., will undergo 10 
weeks of intensive training under direction of 1st Lt. Robert L. Brown, platoon 
commanding officer, to adapt them to duties as scout dogs. 


Engineer School Post—Appointment of Col. Roland C. Brown, CE, as Assistant 
Commandant of The Engineer School at Fort Belvoir, Va., to replace Col. David M. 
Dunne, transferred recently to the post of Acting District Engineer of the new 
Tullahoma District at Camp Forrest, Tenn., with temporary headquarters in the 
Office of the Chief of Engineers at Gravelly Point, Va., has been announced. Colonel 
Brown has been at The Engineer School since Oct., 1947, when he was assigned as 
an instructor in the Rivers and Harbors Department.

Retired Pay Report 

During fiscal year 1951, the Depart. 
ment of Defense anticipates that 142,883 
military personnel will be on the retired 
and fleet reserve list—an estimated net 
increase of 10,380—recent Congressional 
testimony has disclosed. 

During hearings on the fiscal year 
1951 budget, finance experts said that 
exact estimates of retired pay costs can- 
not yet be ascertained, since examination 
of records for physical disability retire- 
ments has only begun. 

Brig. Gen. John Halla, Chief, Disburs- 


‘ing Branch, Supply Department, Marine 


Corps, told the committee that “it is 
going to take us six or eight months, 
probably, to evaluate all these officers on 
the retired list.” He said that the added 
expense is expected to be “negligible” be- 
cause “very few people are going to 
benefit who have been retird for physi- 
cal disability.” 

According to budget estimates, during 
fiscal year 1951 pay of retired officer per- 
sonnel will require $125,951,833 for 32,602 
persons; $103,321,673 for 53,961 enlisted 
personnel; $41,818,000 retainer pay for 
21,166 in the fleet reserve, while 35,154 
retired AUS and National Guard retired 
personne] will receive $84,908,444—a total 
of $356,000,000, compared with $322,175,- 
000 estimated for the current fiscal year.

@ WIESBADEN, GERMANY. Do Soldiers 
throw away their money? How many Con- 
stabulary troopers are actually participating 
in the Army’s saving plans that we hear so 
much about? 

Hqs, ist Constabulary Brigade S-1 asked 
these questions and Maj. Manford Murphy, 
Brigade S-1, answered them last week when 
he reported the results of a month's investi- 
gation to Brig. Gen. Arthur G. Trudeau, Ist 
Brigade Commander. By surveying the sav- 
ings of 626 men out of 5 companies of the 
1st Brigade during the month of Nov. 1949, 
Major Murphy turned up these discoveries: 
that 97% of the men used their pay in the 
following manner: 

(1) 534 men or 85.2% had a total of 
$3,200.00 deducted from their pay for National 
Service Life Insurance. 

(2) 297 men or 47% took out $11,251.00 of 
Class ‘“‘E”’ allotments for deposit in banks, 
etc. 

(3) 260 men or 42% had put $5,423.00 into 
Government Bonds. 

(4) 197 men or 32% deposited a total of

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New Tax Policies 

The President’s Message to Congress 
this week on new tax policies of the Fed- 
eral Government was about what had 
been expected and occasioned no flurry 
in financial circles. The prediction is gen- 
eral that the President will get part, but 
not all, of the new legislation recom- 
mended. 

The President proposed a reduction in 
excise taxes to the extent that the re- 
sulting loss of revenue can be made up 
through closing loopholes in the present 
tax laws. Reductions, he pointed out, 
are most urgently needed in taxes on 
transportation, long-distance telephone 
and telegraph communications, and the 
entire group of retail excises, including 
those on toilet preparations, luggage and 
handbags. 

Among the tax loopholes the Presi- 
dent would like to close is the excessive 
depletion exemption of the oil and mining 
interests, which continues long after the 
original investment has been entirely re- 
covered. Another loophole he cited is the 
abuse by some of the tax exemption ac- 
corded educational and charitable insti- 
tutions which, in some cases, has been 
used as a cloak for speculative business 
ventures. 

The President called attention to a 
quirk in the present law under which 
life insurance companies have been unin- 
tentionally relieved of income taxes since 
1946. He also mentioned the formation of 
temporary corporations by motion picture 
companies and their stars, so as to pro- 
vide for taxation based on capital gains, 
rather than on the much higher individ- 
ual income rates. 

In addition the President recommended 
new legislation to provide one billion dol- 
lars in increased revenue, through revis- 
ing estate, gift and corporation tax laws. 
In general, he proposed increased rates 
on inheritances and gifts, and higher 
taxes on profits of large corporations, 
but more favorable treatment for those 
with annual incomes of less than $50,000.

Merchant Fleet Summary 


The privately-owned merchant fleet has 
reached a postwar level of 1,206 ocean- 
going vessels of 14.3 million deadweight 
tons, National Federation of American 
Shipping reported this week in its an- 
nual summary of the American merchant 
marine. 

The summary pointed out, however, 
that several critical deficiencies exist in 
the privately-owned fleet: 

(1) A serious shortage of passenger- 
carrying vessels to transport United 
States travelers and suitable for conver- 
sion to military transports; 

(2) The once important coastwise and 
intercoastal dry cargo fleets are but shad- 
ows of their former size; and 

(3) Only two new contracts for mer- 
chant vessel construction were awarded 
in 1949. Unless new contracts materialize 
there will be but four commercial sea-go- 
ing vessels building in the United States 
at the end of this year. 

Among the highlights developed by the 
Federation summary were: 

Active privately-owned passenger-car- 
rying vessels on 1 Jan. totaled 39, of 
342,000 gross tons. In 1939, there were 117 
privately-owned active passenger vessels 
of 877,300 gross tons. 

The National Defense Reserve Fleet 
grew in 1949 from 1,901 vessels of about 
19 million dwt. to 2,135 of about 22 million 
deadweight tons, of which 1,524 are Lib- 
erty and 272 are Victory type vessels.

RESENTLY in session at Coast Guard 

Headquarters is a board to establish 
eligibility lists from which appointments 
for temporary service will be made to 
the following three warrant grades as 
vacancies occur: CBosn, 117 names sub- 
mitted; Elec, 13, and SClk, 87. 

Officer Examinations 


Because a considerable number of offi- 
cers were physically examined for pro- 
motion or appointment during the last 
quarter of 1949, the Coast Guard does not 
contemplate that officers so examined will 
be required to undergo annual physical 
examinations during the first quarter of 
1950. 

Retiring Board 

Until regulations are approved by the 
Secretary of the Treasury and dissemi- 
nated to the Service, withholding of phys- 
ical retirement cases will be continued, 
except in “exceptional cases.” Regula- 
tions and procedures for physical evalu- 
ation boards—formerly retiring boards— 
are now being drafted. 

Family Allowances 

From 8 Nov. 1949 to 13 Jan. 1950 the 
Coast Guard processed 5265 family al- 
lowance terminations. Remaining in ef- 
fect are about 3500 family allowance 
cases, which will be gradually reduced 
until June 1952, expiration date for all 
family allowance payments. The prepon- 
derance of the terminations was for the 
purpose of stopping family allowance por- 
tion of pay and allowances in favor of 
pay and allowances under the Career 
Compensation Act. 


Crash-Boat Service 

Provision of local crash-boat service 
at commercial airports has been held by 
the Coast Guard to be a function of the 
airport concerned and has ruled that 
Coast Guard crash boats will not be reg- 
ularly assigned or stationed for the pri- 
mary purpose of performing this type of 
duty. Crash-boat service, like ambulance 
and fire-fighting service, the Coast Guard 
maintains, should be furnished by the air- 
port or local authorities. It was empha- 
sized that crash-boat service and air-res- 
cue service are not identical, since the 
latter, generally speaking, is intended to 
provide search and rescue at consider- 
ably longer ranges than the purely local 
operations related to the former. 

Coast Guard Flight Pay 

Secretary of the Treasury John W. 
Snyder has sent to Congress statistics 
required by law as to the number of 
officers above the grade of lieutenant 
commander in the Coast Guard receiving 
flight-pay, and their average monthly pay 
for the six months period from 1 July

Data on Colonels 


The following are biographical sketches 
on the colonels nominated to be tempo- 
rary brigadier generals:

1891 in Louisville, Ky., and was graduated 
from the U. S. Military Academy in June, 
1913, with commission in the Coast Artillery 
Corps. He transferred to the Ordnance De- 
partment in 1916 and was graduated from 
the Command and General Staff School in 
1931. He served from 1943-44 in the Mediter- 
ranean Theater and in 1945 in the European 
Theater. He was made a temporary brigadier 
general in 1945 on recommendation of Gen- 
eral Eisenhower and returned to the United 
States for assignment in the Office of the 
Chief of Ordnance late that year, reverting 
to the rank of colonel. 

Col. Joel G. Holmes was born 24 Aug. 1892 
in Forked River, N. J., and was graduated 
from the U. S. Military Academy in 1917, 
with commission in the Coast Artillery 
Corps. He transferred to the Ordnance De- 
partment in 1921. In 1935 he was graduated 
from the Army Industrial College and from 
the Chemical Warfare School, Field Officers’ 
Course. He served as Deputy Chief Ordnance 
Officer in the European Theater from 1943 
to 1945, and in 1946 was made Chief of the 
Chicago Ordnance District. He holds the Le- 
gion of Merit, Bronze Star Medal and Army 
Commendation Ribbon. 

Col. Alfred M. Shearer was born 22 May 
1894 in Bay City, Mich. He received a Reg- 
ular Army Commission as Second Lieuten- 
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ant in the Infantry ‘in 1917, transferring to 
the Signal Corps in 1925. He was graduated 
from the Signal Corps School in 1928 and 
from the Command and General Staff School 
in 1934. From 1942 to 1945 he was assigned 
to Headquarters, Signal Service, European 
Theater, and is now serving as Assistant 
Chief, Procurement and Distribution Divi- 
sion, Office of the Chief Signal Officer, Wash- 
ington, D. C. He holds the Legion of Merit 
with Oak Leaf Cluster. 

Col. Ray M. Hare was born 19 Aug. 1893 
in Louisville, Ky. He was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant (Reserve) in the Infantry 
in 1917, and transferred to the Quartermaster 
Corps in 1923. He was graduated from the 
Quartermaster Corps School in 1933, the 
Army Industrial College in 1934, and Har- 
vard University’s School of Business Admin- 
istration in 1936. His wartime service includes 
assignments in the Office, Chief of Ordnance, 
in 1944, and with Headquarters, Army 
Forces, Western Pacific, in 1945. He holds 
the Legion of Merit, Bronze Star Medal, and 
Commendation Ribbon. 

Col. Everett Busch was born 14 March 1893 
in Sardis, Ohio, and was commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant (Reserve) in the Infantry 
in 1917. He was graduated from the Infantry 
School in 1923, from the Field Artillery 
School in 1924, and from The Quartermaster 
Schoo! in 1939. He was Quartermaster of the 
Third Army in the European Theater from 
1944 to 1946. In 1947 he served in the Office 
of The Quartermaster General. He holds the 
Distinguished Service Medal, Legion of Merit, 
Bronze Star Medal, and Commendation 
Ribbon. 

Col. Norman E. Waldron was born 15 Sept. 
1894 in LaGrange, Ind. He was commissioned 
a Second Lieutenant (Reserve) in the Field 
Artillery in 1917, the next year was commis- 
sioned in the Regular Army. Later trans- 
ferred to the Cavalry, he attended Cavalry 
School in 1927 and the Quartermaster Corps 
School in 1936. During the war he served 
as Quartermaster, XI Corps, Army Forces, 
Pacific. He holds the Legion of Merit and 
Bronze Star Medal. 

Col. John H. Hinds was born 9 Feb. 1898 in 
Ft. Monroe, Va., and was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy in 1918, with 
commission in the Field Artillery. He was 
graduated from the Field Artillery School, 
basic course, in 1920; from the Field Artil- 
lery Battery Officers’ Course in 1922; from 
Command and General Staff School in 1937, 
and from the Army War College in 1939. He 
also received a B.S. degree from Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology in 1923. He 
served in combat as a Field Artillery officer 
in the European Theater in 1944-45. He holds 
the Distinguished Service Medal, Air Medal, 
Silver Star, Bronze Star, and Commendation 
Ribbon. 

Col. Bertram F. Hayford was born 8 Jan. 
1899 in Chicago, Ill. He was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy and commis- 
sioned in the Field Artillery in 1918. He was 
graduated in 1920 from the Field Artillery 
School, basic course, and in 1940, from the 
Command and General Staff School. He served 
from 1940-45 in Hawaii in supply and logistics 
assignments at Fort Shafter, Honolulu, and 
later with the staff of the Commander-in- 
Chief, Pacific Ocean Area. He holds the Le, 
gion of Merit. 

Col. Edward H. Lastayo was born 4 Oct. 
1897 in West Hoboken, N. J. He was grad- 
uated from the U. S. Military Academy and 
was commissioned in the Field Artillery in 
1920. He completed the Field Artillery 
School's basic course in 1921. His wartime as- 
signments were in Transportation Headquar- 
ters in the United Kingdom and in the Medi- 
terranean and European Theaters. He holds 
the Distinguished Service Medal, Legion of 
Merit, and Commendation Ribbon. 

Col. Rex V. D. Corput, jr., was born 28 
Sept. 1900 in Atlanta, Ga., and was gradu- 
ated from the U. S. Military Academy in 
1920, with commission in the Field Artillery. 
He was graduated from the Field Artillery 
School’s basic course in 1921 and from the 
Signal School in 1936, having transferred to 
the Signal Corps in 1929. He served in com- 
bat on Hollandia and Leyte, and as Signal 
Officer with the Eighth Army in Japan. He 
holds the Distinguished Service Medal, Le- 
gion of Merit and Commendation Ribbon. 

Col. Leslie E. Simon was born 11 Aug. 1900 
in Memphis, Tenn. He was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy with commis- 
sion in the Coast Artillery Corps in 1924, and 
from Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
with a B.S. degree in Mechanical Engineer- 
ing in 1929. He transferred to the Ordnance 
Department in 1930 after attending Ordnance 
School. 

Col. Luke W. Finlay was born 3 Jan. 1907 
in Memphis, Tenn. He was graduated from 
the U. S. Military Academy in 1928 and com- 
missioned in the Corps of Engineers. He re- 
signed his commission in 1931 to enter Yale 
Law School, receiving an L.L.B. degree in 
1933. He was appointed Captain, AUS, on 24 
March 1942 and served as Executive Officer, 
Office, Chief of Transportation, Washington, 
D. C., from 1 July 1943 until 13 July 1946, 
when he was separated from the service. He 
holds the Distinguished Service Medal and 
Commendation Ribbon. He is presently on 
duty in the OSD.

Republican floor leader, said that “the 
Secretary of the Navy is a man who is 
held in unquestioned repute in my state. 
His veracity, to my knowledge, has 
never been questioned. He is a fine man 
and he has a fine family.” 

Reporting his latest telephone conver- 
sation with Admiral Denfeld, Senator 
McCarthy said: 

“I told Adimarl Denfeld that I was very 
curious to know what his position was, 
whether he claims that he is the Chief of 
Naval Operations or not. He agreed with the 
statement, without referring to it, made on 
the floor the other day by several Senators, 
including the Senator from Massachusetts, 
that it would be unfortunate for the Navy 
and for the entire Defense Establishment to 
continue without a recognized Chief of Na- 
val Operations. 

‘‘He agreed with me that those of us who 
felt strongly on this legal proposition as to 
whether or not there was actually a vacancy 
were in an unusual position. He did, how- 
ever, wish to discuss that legal proposition. 
He told me, however, that in order to remove 
any doubt, he is now resigning as Chief of 
Naval Operations, so that the Senate may 
freely vote on the confirmation of Admiral 
Sherman. 

“He also told me that he considered Ad- 
miral Sherman to be an outstanding naval 
officer, and that in his opinion he would 
make an exceedingly able Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

“Admiral Denfeld did not give me this 
message for formal transmission to the Sen- 
ate. He is not in a position to do that. How- 
ever, I am sure that he would have no ob- 
jection whatever to my telling the Senate, 
first, that he is going to resign as Chief of 
Naval Operations, so that there will be no 
doubt whatsoever about a vacancy in the 
Ollice; and, second, that he considers Ad- 
miral Sherman to be a highly qualified officer 
for the position to which he has been 
nominated.”’ 

Following is the partial text of Secre- 
tary Matthews’ letter to Senator Ty- 
dings: 

Sec. Matthews’ Letter 
THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
23 January 1950 
My dear Senator Tydings: 

Much to my regret, I was absent from 
Washington last Wednesday when the discus- 
sion over the existence of a vacancy in the 
office of Chief of Naval Operations and the 
official issuance of a commission to Admiral 
Denfeld for reappointment as Chief of Naval 
Operations for a second term beginning 15 
December 1949, was renewed on the floor of 
the Senate. 

The facts pertinent to those two questions 
are as follows: I stated before the Armed 
Forces Committee of the Senate on January 
12th 

First: That In my opinion there was a va- 
cancy in the office of Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions at the time Admiral Sherman was given 
an interim appointment and assumed office 
on 2 November 1949; 

Second: That the commission for Admiral 
Denfeld’s second appointment for a term of 
two years was never issued to him. 

Those statements were made to the Com- 
mittee tn good faith. I am of the opinion 
that they were then, and still are, correct 
and truthful. 

The questions of the existence of a vacancy 
in the office of Chief of Naval Operations 
on 2 November 1949 and of Admiral Den- 
feld’s occupancy of that office under an ap- 
pointment for a second two-year term are 
questions of fact and of law. 

It is a fact that on my recommendation 
President Truman, on 27 October 1949, au- 
thorized me as Secretary of the Navy to 
arrange ‘‘the transfer of Admiral Denfeld to 
other important duties’’ from the office of 
Chief of Naval Operations. 

A copy of my letter of recommendation to 
the President and of his written approval 
of the recommendation and authorization to 
carry it out are attached to this letter. 

In complying with the President's instruc- 
tions, the following order was directed to 
Admiral Denfeld by me as Secretary of the 
Navy: 

1 November 1949 
From: Secretary of the Navy 
To: Admiral Louls E. Denfeld, U. S. Navy 
Subj: Orders 

1. Upon receipt of these orders you will 
stand relieved of your duties as Chief of 
Naval Operations. 

2. You will report to the Secretary of the 
Navy for duty pending further assignment. 

By direction of the President.

Since it is clear that Admiral Denfeld was 
legally removed during his first term as Chief 
of Naval Operations—a term for which he re- 
ceived a valid commission in 1947, and ceased 
to be Chief of Naval Operations more than 
a month prior to the expiration of his first 
term, the question of whether he received 
a valid commission for his second term is 
beside the point. However, in view of the 
fact that the question of the second-term 
commission has been the subject of so much 
misunderstanding and discussion, I am out- 
lining below all of the relevant details with 
respect to that commission, 

To aid in a proper consideration of what 
now follows, permit me to quote Webster's 
definition of the meaning of the verb “‘issue.”” 
Quote: ‘‘Issue’’: to send out, officially, to de- 
liver by authority.”’ 

In my testimony before the Armed Forces 
Committee of the Senate on 12 January 1950, 
the members of the Committee and I were 
discussing official actions; therefore, when I 
stated to the Committee that a commission 
of appointment had never been issued to Ad- 
miral Denfeld, we all understood that to 
mean ‘‘officially’’ issued. 

Unless officially transmitted to Admiral 
Denfeld by authorized procedure with proper 
authority, his possession of a commission 
for a second term of two years would have 
no legal effect whatever. * * * 

The fact that a commission for a second 
term of office as Chief of Naval Operations 
is in Admira] Denfeld’s possession was not 
known to me until it was disclosed on the 
floor of the United States Senate. However, 
I never at any time, anywhere, stated that I 
had not signed such a commission. Statements 
made on the floor of the Senate that I had 
so testified before the Armed Forces Com- 
mittee on January 12th are not verified by 
the record of that hearing. I at all times 
knew full well that I had signed not only 
one, but two, commissions, as what follows 
hereafter will disclose. 

The procedure established by the Navy for 
handling commissions and Presidential ap- 
pointments is as follows: 

When notice is received that such an ap- 
pointment has been confirmed, the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel prepares the following 
papers: 

(a) Letter of transmittal from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to appointee; 

(b) Written acceptance of office to besigned 
by appointee; 

(c) Written oath of office to be taken and 
signed by appointee; 

(ad) Commission of appointment, to be Is- 
sued to appointee after oath of office has 
been taken and signed by appointee. * * * 

This well-established procedure was not 
followed with respect to the commission now 
said to be in Admiral Denfeld’s possession. 

Its history, I am told, is as follows: 

When notification was received of Admiral 
Denfeld’s confirmation by the Senate on 15th 
August last, the Bureau of Naval Personnel, 
as a routine matter, prepared a commission 
and submitted it to me, and I signed it. It 
was then forwarded to the White House. On 
its arrival there, Rear Admiral Dennison, 
Naval Aide to the President, examined it and 
disapproved of its physical appearance. On 
his own initiative, he arranged for a new 
form of commission, bearing the same words 
contained in the form he disapproved, to be 
prepared by a competent script writer. On 
its completion, he returned the newly writ- 
ten commission to my office where I affixed 
my signature as Secretary of the Navy, and 
returned it to the White House to have the 
President's signature affixed. I was informed 
by Rear Admiral Dennison on 19th January 
last that he secured the President's signature 
to the commission on 13 September 1949. 

Rear Admiral Dennison also stated to me 
that on 14th September, again on his own 
initiative, he took the commission direct to 
Admiral Denfeld’s office in the Pentagon. 
Rear Admiral Denntson stated that he did 
not make an official delivery of the document 
to Admiral Denfeld because, first, he did not 
have the authority to make official delivery; 
and, secondly, he did not have the supporting 
papers which were necessary to constitute 
official delivery. 

The first I knew that the commission had 
been delivered by Rear Admiral Dennison 
to Admiral Denfeld was when Rear Admiral 
Dennison told me during our conversation on 
Thursday morning, 19th January. The Presi- 
dent, after signing the commission, had no 
information regarding any of the details 
of the delivery of the commission to Admiral 
Denfeld. 

This method, by which Admiral Denfeld 
acquired possession of the commission three 
months before the time it could become ef- 
fective, was not the usual method for, and 
was not and did not purport to be, an offi- 
cial issuance of the commission_to him. 

Admiral Denfeld never at any time men- 
tioned to me that he had a commission for 
his second term as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions in his possession. I knew that the com- 
mission had never been returned to the office 
of Secretary of the Navy, and believed until 
18th January that it was still at the White 
House unsigned by the President. * * * 

From the foregoing, it seems to me con- 
clusive that Admiral Sherman, under his in- 
terim appointment by the President, has le- 
gally held the office of Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations since he took the oath of office and 
otherwise qualified to assume the office on 








2 November 1949. 

Under the circumstances, if the Senate is 
satisfied with his fitness to serve as Chief of 
Naval Operations, in my judgment !t would 
be proper that the President's appointment 
of Admiral Sherman as Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations for a term of four years, now pending 
before the Senate, be confirmed.

MEMORANDUM FOR THE SECRETARY OF 

THE NAVY 
Subject: Status of the Office ‘‘Chief of Naval 

Operations.”’ 

1, You have requested my written opinion 
as to whether or not a vacancy exists in the 
Office of ‘‘Chief of Naval Operations.’’ You 
will recall that I advised you orally in the 
premises at the time of Admiral Denfeld's 
removal on 1 November 1949. The opinion 
I gave you at that time was based on the 
authority hereinafter set forth. 

2. Under the authority of the Act of 3 March 
1915, as amended, Admiral Denfeld was ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to be Chief 
of Naval Operations for a term of two years 
commencing 15 December 1947. He was duly 
sworn and in fact entered the office on that 
date. While he was so serving the pertinent 
portion of the Act of 3 March 1915, was re- 
pealed and superseded by the Act of 5 March 
1948 (Public Law 432, 80th Congress.) Section 
2(a) of the Act of 5 March 1948, reads in 
part as follows: 

“There shall be a Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions who shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, for a term of not more than four 
years, from among the officers of the active 
list of the line of the Navy who are eligible 
for the exercise of command at sea and not 
below the grade of rear admiral.”’ 

Section 2(b) reads in part as follows: 

“It shall be his duty to * * * be the principal 
naval advisor to the President and to the 
Secretary of the Navy on the conduct of the 
activities of the Naval Establishment.”’ 

Also pertinent to the duties of the Chief 
of Naval Operations is Section 10, which 
reads: 

“During the temporary absence of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy, the Under Secretary of 
the Navy, the’ Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and the Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
for Air; the Chief of Naval Operations, and 
the Vice Chief of Naval Operations in that 
order, shall be next in succession to act as 
the Secretary of the Navy.” 

This change in the Jaw had no effect on Ad- 
miral Denfeld’s incumbency of the office. 

3. In August 1949 Admiral Denfeld was 
nominated and confirmed for a second two- 
year term to commence on 15 December 1949. 
Subsequently, however, on 1 November 1949, 
he was relieved of his duties as Chief of Naval 
Operations by direction of the President. The 
question for determination in this case, there- 
fore, is whether or not the President had 
the power to remove Admiral Denfeld from 
the Office of Chief of Naval Operations prior 
to the expiration of the period for which he 
was appointed, and if so, how long the office 
continued vacant. 

4. The case of Myers v. United States (272 
U. S. 52) was that of a postmaster who had 
been appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, for a 
term of four years. * * * The Supreme Court 
held in this case that the President is em- 
powered by the Constitution to remove any 
executive officer appeinted by him, whether 
or not the appointment was by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, and that 
this power is not subject in its exercise to 
the assent of the Senate nor can it be made 
so by Act of Congress. The Court explained 
its holding by the statement that ‘‘the rea- 
son for the principle is that those in charge 
of and responsible for administering fune 
tions of Government who select their execu- 
tive subordinates need in meeting their re 
sponsibility to have the power to remove 
those whom they appoint."’ 

5. Subsequently, in the case of Humphrey’s 
Executor v. U. S. (295 U. S. 602), the Su- 
preme Court held that the President could 
not remove a Federal Trade Commissioner. 
The basis of the Court’s opinion in that case 
was that in establishing the Federal Trade 
Commission and in providing for the terms 
of office of the Commissioners (their func- 
tions being ‘‘of legislative and judicial qual- 
ity, rather than executive’’) and the condi- 
tions under which they could be removed, 
Congress was within its rights in restricting 
the President's power of removal (The Fed- 
eral Trade Commisston Act specified that a 
Commissioner could be removed by the Pres- 
ident for tnefficiency, negleft of duty, or mal- 
feasance in office, and the facts of the case 
were that none of those conditions was made 
the basis for the attempted removal). A read- 
ing of that opinion leaves no doubt of the dis- 
tinction made between Government officials 
who are in purely executive or administra- 








tive offices and those who are required to per. 
form judicial functions. 

6. Another pertinent authority regarding 
the President's power of removal ifs to be 


found in the case of Morgan v. TVA (115 
Fed. 2d. 990, cert. den., 312 U. S. 701) 
that case the President removed from office 
an individual who was a member and cha 
man of the Board of Directors of the Ten. 
nessee Valley Authority. It was argued that 
the case fell within the decision of the Ilum- 
phrey case, but the Circuit Court of Appeals 
of the Sixth Circuit held that the duties of 
the TVA Board of Directors were predom}- 
nantly executive or administrative in char- 
acter, and that Morgan’s removal was within 
the powers of the President. The case js 
therefore consistent with the holdings in the 
Myers and Humphrey cases. 

7. The Chief of Naval Operations performs 
neither quasi-legislative nor quasi-judicial] 
duties. He Is strictly an executive officer. It is 
also pertinent to note that the Office of ‘‘Chief 
of Naval Operations” involves the holding of 
an office in addition to occupying an officer's 
Status as an officer of the Navy. He is an offi- 
cer of the Navy Department and as such by 
law may succeed to the duties of the Secre 
tary. See Section 10 of Public Law 432, supra. 

8. In addition to and wholly apart from 
the President's powers of removal as the 
Chief Executive, is his constitutional power 
as Commander in Chief of the Armed Forces. 
The authority of a Commander in Chief to 
change the duty assignment of subordinate 
officers has not, so far as I know, been ques- 
tioned, but by way of coniirmation, the At- 
torney General of the United States has held 
that an Act of Congress does not curtail the 
President's power as Commander in Chief to 
assign officers to any duty, 28 Op. Atty. Gen. 
270. I am therefore of the opinion that the 
President had what might be termed two- 
fold authority to remove Admiral Denfeld 
from the Office of ‘‘Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions’’ and that the orders of 1 November 
mentioned above, were legally sufficient to 
accomplish that removal. 

9. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the ques- 
tion has been raised as to the effect, If any, 
of the President's nomination and subsequent 
confirmation by the Senate of Admirai Den- 
feild for a second term of two years to com- 
mence 15 December 1919. As_ previously 
stated, Admiral Denfeld was so nominated, 
and the Senate contirmed his nomination on 
15 August 1849. About a month later a com- 
mission was made up and signed by both you 
and the President. My information is to the 
effect that Admiral Denfeld has this commis- 
sion in his possession, but that there was no 
authorized delivery of it to him, and no ac- 
ceptance by him, and that he did not take 
the oath of ollice. 

10. In my opinion those acts do not oper- 
ate to reinvest Admiral Denfeld with the of- 
lice from which he was removed, * * * 

It is obvious that when the President di- 
rected Admiral Denfeid’s removal from the 
Office of ‘‘Chief of Naval Operations"’ early 
in November 1949, he did not intend Admiral 
Denfeld to become invested with the office 
for the second term, and it is equally obvious 
that Admiral Denfeld understood that. So far 
as I know, Admiral Denfeld has not asserted 
claim to it, and even if he had, the circum- 
stances of Admiral Sherman’s ad interim 
appointment and the expressed desires of the 
President would have prevented. 

11. To summarize the foregoing, 
opinion 

(a) that Admiral Denfeld was legally re 
moved from the Office of ‘“‘Chief of Naval 
Operations’ on 1 November 1949; 

(b) that he did not become reinvested with 
the office of ‘‘Chief of Naval Operations’’ fol- 
lowing his nominatton and confirmation, or 
at any other time, notwithstanding the fact 
that a commission came into his possession; 

(c) that a vacancy existed in the Office of 
“Chief of Naval Operations’’ when Admiral 
Sherman was given his ad tnterim appoint 
ment and continues to exist to the present 
time, subject to such ad interim appointment
